Surface Cars Reaching 


There has been a falling off in the travel 
on the New-York and Brooklyn Bridge, 
and that, too, in the face of the reduction 
of fares on the cars and making the prom- 
enade free to the public. 

The travel on the cars in January and 
February, at a season when people would 


naturally forsake the promenade and pat- 
ronize the cars, was below the volume of 
travel in the corresponding months of last 
year. 

The decrease in the passenger traffic of 
the bridge has been due, chiefly to the lack 
of proper terminal facilities at both ‘ends, 
but particularly at the New-York approach. 
It has been due, in some measure, to disin- 
Clination to climb the ten extra steps which 
the Trustees have added to this end of the 
bridge. 

Ten steps do not seem tp be much of 
an increase in the distance between Park 
Row and the bridge trains. The net re- 
sult, however, is that the public climbs 
every. night over 100 miles more now than 
before the new terminal was built. This 
amounts to an aggregate extra climb of 
over 40,000 miles a year for bridge patrons 
at this end of the bridge. In providing tired 
workers With this extra climb of 40,000 
miles the two cities have been.put to an 
additional expense of over $500,000. 

The terrible crowding at the New-York 
terminal in the evening rush hour, and the 
disagreeable and dangerous double stair- 
Ways at the Brooklyn terminal—designed, 
according to an eminent engineer, with the 
{dea of hurling bridge patrons into. each 
other’s faces—have also had something to 
do with making the bridge unpopular, and 
thereby diminishing the traffic. 

Brooklyn has suffered a good deal from 
the prevalence of the idea that there was 
omy one way to reach the City of Churches, 
and that was by the bridge. Many persons 
have been frightened by the frequent stories 
of the great crushes in the rush hours, 
and rather than risk their comfort or 
‘their safety have either found anothef 
way of going to Brooklyn or have moved 
to New-Jersey and other near-by places. 
‘Many who have been willing to force their 
way across the bridge have been unwilling 
to ‘risk themselves in the network of trol- 
ley lines that surrounds the Broklyn ap- 
proach to the structure. 

The East River ferry companies have 
profited greatly by the changed conditions, 
People have found that the ferry is a 
pretty good thing, and a safe and comfort- 


able way to reach Brooklyn. Traffic on 
ferries has largely increased during the 
past two years, and the increase is going 
on constantly. From all the down-town 
business districts convenient ferries are 
reached by a short walk. 

There is none of the crowding and jame- 


'™Wiing at the ferries that occurs nightly on 


the bridge. There are no high stairways 
to climb, and the ride over the river to 
Brooklyn is much shorter than the ride 
across..the Hudson to New-Jersey. The 
4erryboats cross the East River in about 
the same time that is required by the cable 
trains to go across the bridge. 

On the Pr lyn side of the river there 
are good surface and elevated facilities for 
reaching every part of Brooklyn and its 
annexed territory. The passengers have 
the advantage, too, of access to the sur- 
face Cars at their starting point. They do 
hot have to jump for them, pell mell, as 
they go rushing by, as is the case at the 
Brooklyn terminal of the bridge. 

It has been learned that life is as safe in 
Brooklyn as in New-York. 

The constant talk about the bridge’s! 
tremendous crowds and jams has created 
the popular misconception that nearly every 
Brooklynite who works in New-York uses 
the bridge in going to and from home.. This 
is far from the fact. 

There are 65,40: persons who ceme. to 
New-York daily by way of the. bridge: There 
are nearly three times that number of 
Brooklyn workers who come to New-York 
Gaily by way of the ferries. 

Only about 6 per cent. of the population 
of Brooklyn use the bridge. Fifteen per 
cent. use the ferries. 

Brooklyn is liberally 
ries to New-York. There are sixteen Brook- 
lyn ferry routes on the East River be- 
tween Newtown Creek and Bay Ridge. They 
are operated by three principal companies, 
of which the largest is the Union Ferry 
Company. It has five routes, as follows: 
Fulton Street, Brooklyn, to Fulton Street, 
New-York; Catharine Street on this side 
to Main Street in Brooklyn; Montague 
Street, Brooklyn, to Wall Street, this city; 
Whitehall Street, (South Ferry,) New-York, 
to Atlantic Avenue, Brooklyn, and White- 
hall Street to Hamilton Avenue, South 
Brooklyn. 

Next in importance is the Brooklyn and 
New-York Ferry Company, of which ex-City 
Chamberlain Joseph J. O’Donohue is the 
chief owner. It operates four routes: Broad- 
way, Brooklyn, to Twenty-third Street, 
New-York; Grand Street, New-York, to 
Grand Street, Brooklyn; Broadway, Brock- 
lyn, to Roosevelt Street, New-York, and 
Broadway, Brooklyn, to Grand Street, New- 
York. 

The third largest FProok!yn ferry com- 
pany operates two routes—one from Green- 
point Avenue to Tenth Street, this city; 
aud the other from Greenpoint Avenue 
to Twenty-third Street, this city. 

The Nassau Ferry Company runs boats 
between Grand Street, Brooklyn, and Hous- 
ton Street, New-York. There is also the 
ferry from Whitehall Street, this city, to 
Thirty-ninth Street, South Brooklyn. In 
the Summer there is a regular ferry be- 
tween Whitehall Street and Bay Ridge. 

The part which the ferries take in the 
travel between Brooklyn and New-York 
and the extent to which that traflic has 
grown are illustrated by the fact that 
over 89,000,000 passengers were carried last 
year by the ferry companies. There are 
170,000 persons who daily cross the East 
River by beat from New-York to Brook- 
‘lyn and its suburbs.

000,000 passengers last year, The present 
average daily traffic by that line is 100,000 
persons, equal to 50,000 each way. 

For the first two or three years after the 
bridge was opened, the traffic of the lines 
of the Union Ferry Company fell off ma- 
terially, but after that the business was 
uniform until two years ago, when it began 
to increase.

SHOT AT HIS WIFE FOUR TIMES. 


One Buliet Took Effect—Daly Meant 
Only to Frighten, 


Your pistol shots in quick succession and 
a woman's piercing cry of “I am shot!” 
startled the people in the neighborhood of 
Lexington Avenue and Twenty-ninth Street 
at 8 o’clock last night. 

With cries of pain, the woman darted 
into a laundry near by, and fell fainting 
to the floor, while the man with whom she 
had been talking at the corner thtew his 
pistol away and stood still, with his hands 
on his hips. 

It appeared later that the couple were 
William F. Daley, who is employed as a 
hair dyer in a barber’s shop, at 53 West 
Thirty-third Street, and his wife, Mabel. 

The shots were heard by Policeman Dud- 
ley of the East Thirty-fifth Street Sta- 
tion, and when he appeared on the scene 


he immediately_called an ambulance. In 
the meantime Daley had walked to the 
door of the iaundry, where he stood looking 
at his wife and \nervously dyatemen | his 
hands together. The policeman asked him 
if he had shot the woman. Daley replied: 

“T did, but I did not intend to injure 
her. She has ruined me and made my life 
a wreck.” 

An ambulance from *Bellevue Hospital 
arrived about this time, and it was found 
that one bullet had struck the woman in 
the left arm, while the other three had 
struck her in the breast and back, but had 
been turned aside by her corset, leaving 
only slight bruises. The silk dress she 
wore was burned around the bullet holes, 
showing that the pistol had been fired close 
to her body. 

Mrs. Daley was taken to the hospital 
and her husband was locked up in the East 
Thirty-fifth Street Station House on a 
charge of attempted murder. Mrs, Daley 
refused to tell about the cause of the 
shooting: 

Daley, however, said that he met tthe 
woman in Boston, when she was Mrs. Green. 
She ran away to New-London, Conn., with 
him, where they were married. They aft- 
erward lived in New-Haven, Conn.; Boston, 
Providence, and Hartford. He says that 
the woman made his life miserable by her 
unfaithfulness, and he left her several 
times. He was infatuated, however, and 
finally brought her to this city, several 
months ago. They lived at 230 East 
Twenty-fifth Street, but he again left her 
because of her waywardness.™ He had not 
seen the woman until last night, when he 
searched for her in order to say farewell to 
her forever. He bought a revolver before 
he met her, because two men were follow- 
ing him. He found his wife with a man, 
and he took her away from him. 

Daley said that he told the woman he 
would never see her again, and asked her 
how much money she wanted before he 
left her. She then abused him, he says, and 
he lost control of himself and fired his re- 
volver at the pavement. 





ANOTHER JAMAICA NEGRO FINED. 


Stephen White Paid $5 and Says He 
Will Take an Appeal. 


Jamaica, L. I., April 9.--Justice Wood 
fined Stephen White, colored, $5 to-day 
under the compulsory education law for 
failing to send his children to the school 
provided for colored children. Justice Wood 
said if the fine was not paid by this even- 
ing White would be committed to jail for 
five days. 

White paid his fine under protest. His law- 
yer announced that the case would be ap- 
pealed to the highest court in the land, 
the United States Supreme Court, if neces- 
sary, to get a decision favorable to the col- 
ored people. 

White’s is to be made a test case. Money 
has been raised for the purpose by. the 
colored residents,- since Cisco was arrested 
and refused to pay a fine. 

“ A meeting of the taxpayers of the district 
is to be called by the Board of Education to 


decide whether tthe colored schoo] shall 
continue to be maintained. If the vote is 
in the affirmative, the board will fight the 
case until a decision is reached. In the 
meantime the board will enforce the law, 
and other negroes who do not send their 
children to the colored school are to be ar- 
rested as fast as the cases against them can 
be prepared. There are forty or fifty of 
the but it is said they will send their 
children to the colored school until White’s 
case is settled.

Quay Says He Will Not Withdraw 
from the Presidential Race. 


WASHINGTON, April 9%.—Senator Quay, 
through his son, Richard Quay, this morn- 
ing made an emphatic denial of the pub- 
lished statement that he intended to with- 


draw from the contest for the Republican 
nomination. 

A message was received this morning 
from Richard Quay, dated at Pittsburg, in 
which two prominent Senators, one a re- 
ceptive and the other an active candi- 
date, were told that Mr. Quay, just before 
ihe left for Florida, had stated that he in 
no circurffstances would withdraw from 
the contest for the Republican nomination. 

The dispatch said that when the con- 
vention at St. Louis should adjourn the 
Quay flag still would be flying, whether he 
should have met defeat or won victory.

BELLEFONTE, Penn., April 9.—The sensation- 
al story sent out on Tuesday evening by The As- 
sociated Press about the burning and blowing up 
of a schoolhouse in Curtin Township, near here, 
by opposing factions of patrons, who then en- 
gaged in a pitched battle with axes, was wholly 
a ‘‘ fake,’’ based on the simple fact that the 
house in question was destroyed by fire, but not 
a person was known to have been within a mile 
of the building at the time, and the prigin of 
the fire was probably accidental. The cRinens of 
that locality are greatly incensed that such a re- 
port should have been sent cut.

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SITE FOR NEW EAST SIDE PARK. | HILLI ARD IS MADE DEPUTY 


Location Selected—Hudson River Road 
May Lose Depot on West Side. 


The Board of Street € pening resumed yes- 
terday its consideration of sites for the 
small parks authorized on the lower east 
and west sides of the city. 

For the East Side Park A. C. Kimber, 
the minority member of the commission 
appointed to select a site east of the Bow- 
ery and south of Houston Street, reported 
in favor of a spot to be bounded by Clin- 
ton, Suffolk, Rivington, and Stanton 
Streets. 

The Rev. John B. Devins, for the ma- 
jority of the committee, wants the plot 
bounded by Sheriff, Willett, Stanton, and 
Houston Streets. Former Assemblyman 
Touis H. Bold wanted the Clinton Street 
site, but as a second choice named the 
block bounded by Avenue C, Houston, and 
Second Streets, fronting the river. 

Lawyer Max Moses favored the Clinton 
Street site, too, but after a lengthy discus- 
sion, it was decided to take two blocks, 
bounded by Houston, Sheriff, Pitt, and Stan- 
ton Streets, keeping Willett Street open 
through the centre of the two blocks. The 
two blocks are assessed at $746,000: The 
commission has ‘$3,000,000 with which to 


purchase sites, and it will probably lay out 
another park in the same section. 

The question as to the location of the 
west side park was not decided on finally, 


but the general feeling is that the block” 


bounded by Twenty-ninth and Thirtieth 
Streets and Ninth and Tenth Avenues, now 
occupied as a depot by the Hudson River 
Railroad Company. will be selected if the 
law will nermit it. 

The matter was referred to the Corpora- 
tion Counsel for his opinion as to whether 
*he block could be taken. . 





SUIT TO ENJOIN BROOKLYN’S MAYOR 


Wholesale Violations of’ the Civil 
Service Law Are Charged. 


ALBANY, April 9.—Preparations have been 
made for a suit in the Supreme Court 
against Mayor Wurster, ‘Controller George 
W. Palmer, City Auditor John R. Sutton, 
City Clerk Joseph Benjamin, ‘and City 
Treasurer Hubert D. Taylor cf Brooklyn, 
for alleged wholesale violation of the civil 
service rules in making appointments in 
the various city departmenis. A copy of 
the complaint has been received in this 
city and submitted to some who are inter- 
ested in civil service enforcement. 

The plaintiffs in the case are Simeon B. 
Chittenden, William G. Low, James Mc- 
Keen, John Keiley, Edward N. Bassett, and 
Stephen P. Sturges. J. Warren Greene of 
3 Broad Street, New-York City, is their 
attorney. 

The complaint charges that about sixty 
officers who are named have been appointed 
in violation of the civil service regulation, 
which requires a competitive examination 
to ascertain merit and fitness for the place. 
Accordngly, an attempt is to be made to 
enjoin the officials who have charge of the 
payment of salaries and wages from paying 
these men until the case shall be deter- 
mined in the court.

PLANNED THEIR FATHER’S MURDER 


Lamborn’s Children Arranged for the 
Slaughter by the Daughter’s Lover) 


LEAVENWORTH, » Kan., April 9.—Young 
Charles Lamborn and Annie Lamborn, his 
sister, who are in jail here, charged with 
complicity in the murder of their father, 
have confesscd to having actively assisted 
Thomas Davenport, the lover of the girl, 
and the friend of the brother, in the com- 
mission of the crime. Lamborn was mur- 
dered at his ranch in Fall Leaf Township, 
this county, the night of Feb. 10. 

According to the confession, Lamborn and 
his sister left home to attend a dance. Near 
their home they met Davenport, and it was 
agreed that the aged father, who had for- 
bidden Davenport to visit his daughter, 
and who, though wealthy, was commonly 
accused of making his two children slaves 
to the drudgery of farm life, should be 
killed. 

Davenport then went direct to the house, 
crept in through a rear door, and, with 
one »low of an axe, killed Lamborn as he 
sat in a chair by the fireside. The two men 
then burned Lamborn’s will, by which he 
had disposed of an estate valued at over 
$50,000. After this they joined the girl, and 
the three went to the dance, where they 
seemed to enjoy themselves. After the 
dance they all returned to the house, and 
slept there. In the morning fhey spread 
the news of Lamborn’s murder. 





IN WASHINGTON FOR HIS HEALTH, 


Ex-Secretary William C. Whitney’s 
Visit to the National Capital. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—Ex-Secretary Will- 
iam C. Whitney has come to Washington 
for his health. He says that he was ill in 
New-York with an irritating bronchial cold, 
and that he believed that a change of air 
might enable him to get rid of it. 

He was met on his arrival last night by 
Secretary Lamont, and as his cough so con- 
stantly interrupted attempts at conversa- 
tion that it was uncomfortable for him to 
talk he declined visitors. This morning 
he accepted Secretary Lamont’s offer of 
horses and a carriage, and went off with 
the hope of seeing once more the house at 
Grasslands which he once occupied, He 
was also to visit the Country Club. He did 
not return to luncheon, and it was assumed 
that he was‘employing himself agreeably 
out in the suburbs.

GF EXCISE MATTERS. 


Leader O’Grady’s Brother Gets the 
Buffalo Plum—The Brooklyn Ap- 
pointment to be Made To-day— 
The Organization Leaders in Erie 
County and Controller Roberts 
Snubbed by Commissioner Lyman 


—Roberts Retaliates. 


ALBANY, April 9.—Commissioner of Ex- 
cise Lyman to-day appointed George Hill- 
iard to be his deputy for New-York City 
and Daniel O’Grady for Buffalo. 

Mr. Hilliard is the choice of the Platt- 
Lauterbach organization, and Mr. Lauter- 


bach was here this morning to see to it 
that his man was put into the four-thou- 
sand-dollar place. 

There is trouble in Erie County over the 
selection of Mr. C’Grady. He is a brother 
of Assembly leader James M. E. O’Grady 
of Rochester. Until recently he was the 
proprietor of a grocery store at Bailey Ave- 
nue and Broadway, Buffalo, and the sale 
of liquor is said to have been a part of 
the business of his firm. His selection for 
this post, which pays $2,000, is a “turn 
down” for Controller Roberts, State Com- 
mitteeman John R. Hazel, John N. Scatch- 
erd, Senators Siebert, and George A. Da- 
vis, who had recommended Samuel Cald- 
well for the place. 

Senator Lamy, who alone of the Erie 
County Senators, voted fer the Raines bill, 
indorsed O’Grady. So did Leader O’Grady, 
and yesterday six of the Republican As- 
semblymen from Erie were induced to help 
turn down the organization. Possibly they 
have put themselves so into the good graces 
of the Republican leader, by supporting his 
brother that appropriation bills, in which 
they are interested will receive favorable 
consjderation. 

It would not be fair to accuse any one of 
trading, but some Buffalo men are so 
warm over the appointment that they call 
attention to this phase of the situation. 

George W. Aldridge, the boss of the ca- 
nal patronage, recommended O’Grady, and 
some say that alone would have been 
enough. Some Erie County men are here, 
arid they say that the air is blue in Erie 
County to-night. 

When Controller Roberts heard of the 
appoinment of Mr. O’Grady he took a se- 
rious view of his own turning down, He 
retaliated. .Since Mr. Lyman began organ- 
izing his liquor-tax bureau the Controller 
has been helping in the work, loaning four 
of the employes of his office to assist Mr. 
Lyman. They were clerks who. were help- 
ing prepare blanks and conducting the 
routine of the office. 

When Mr. Roberts’s man failed to secure 
the Deputyship Mr. Roberts suddenty found 
that he had use for these four clerks, and 
he promptly withdrew them from Mr, Ly- 
man’s office. 

Brooklyn politicians are in a ferment over 
the three-thousand-dollar Députyship which 
is coming to that city, and Commissioner 
Lyman has found so much of a fight in 
progress there that he has decided to wait 
a day before making any choice. Jacob 
Brenner is said to-be the choice of Mayor 
Wurster, and John M. Ward the favorite 
of Jacob Worth. Interest attaches to this 
fight because Brenner is said to be one 
of the McKinley men who helped make the 
demonstration in the State Convention two 
weeks ago. 

Ex-District Attorney Smith. of Oswego 
has been summoned to Albany by Commis- 
sioner Lyman and added to the law depart- 
ment staff of the Excise Department. 


George Hilliard is a member of the Re- 
publican State Committee and the Platt 
leader in the Sixteenth Assembly District. 
He is fifty-three years old, and has lived 


on the east side. The political advantages 
of the Deputyship doubtless are far more 


attractive to him than the financial emolu- 
ments, for he is reported to have amassed 
a comfortable fortune from his business as 
shoe manufacturer, wholesale coal dealer, 
and stevedore. He resides on Fifth Avenue. 
He will practically have control of excise 
matters in this city, and will have the ap- 
pointment of a large number of clerks and 
special agents. To a good machine man 
like Mr. Hilliard these are considerations 
not to be overlooked in deciding whether 
to accept such an ¢ppointment. 





EXECUTION BY . ELECTRICITY. 


The Modern Method o7 Capital Pun- 


ishment Adopted by Ohio, 

CoLumBws, Ohio, April 9.—By the action 
of the House to-day in passing the Jones 
Senate bill, Ohio adopts the electric method 
of execution. 

The law will not go into effect until July 
1, -and continues the gallows method of 
execution for all persons upon whom the 
sentence of death already has been pro- 
nounced. 

Four condemned men now in the annex 
of the State prison.therefore will be hanged. 
Charles Morris, who has been found guilty 
of murder in the first degree at Washing- 
ton Court House, and is awaiting sentence, 
probably will be the first victim of the 
electric chair in this State,

Cheaper than Coal in Some Parts of 
New-York. 


N. Y., April 9.—Potatoes 
are so cheap that farmers are throwing 
them away. One man is burning them in 
his stove, and says: they make a very hot 
and steady fire. At some auctions of farm 
property held lately tubers sold at 2% cents 
a bushel, and in many instances no bids 
could be secured. 

PENN _YAN, N. Y., April .9.—A farmer of 
Italy Hill is disposing of his potato crop 
in a novel way. He begins by having a good 
bed of coals in the firebox of his coal stove, 
and then fills the feeder with potatoes, 
which as they descend into the fire pot, be- 
come kiln-dried, and, it is claimed, throw 
out an excellent heat. Potatoes are worth 
about $2 per ton and coal $5.

IN DANGER ON THE ICEFIELDS. 


Many Men Caught in a Snowstorm off 
the Newfoundland Coast.

Gov. Morton Invited to Officiate at the 
Electrical Exposition. 


ALBANY, April 9.—Frank W. Hawley was 
here to-day and extended to Gov. Morton 
an invitation to officiate at the opening 
of the National Exposition of Electrical 
Appliances, to be held in the Grand Central 
Palace, New-York City, May 5. 

The Governor’s part in the event will be 
the turning on of a current of electricity 
generated at the Falls of Niagara, and 
transmitted 462 miles over one. of the 
commercial mains of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company. The new Tesla sys- 
tem of long-distance transmission will be 
employed. 





COREA IS TO BE INDEPENDENT. 


Neither Javan Nor Russia Wishes to 
Control the Kingdom. 


OMAHA, Neb., April 9.—Through his inter- 
preter, Field Marshal Yamagata of Japan 
said this morning that both Japan and 
Russia are anxious to see Corea an inde- 
pendent country, and that neither country 
expects to control it 

There is no danger of a conflict between 
them. Japan is at peace with every coun- 
try on the face of the globe. The recent in- 
crease of the Japanese Army from twenty- 
eight regiments to fifty-two regiments, was 
contemplated long ago, and has no signifi- 
cance. 





Fatal Ending of a Fast Trip. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 9.—During a squall on 
the bay this morning the British ship Blairmore 
was capsized, and six of her crew drowned. Nine 
of the crew were rescued. The Captain, John 
Crow, swam to the small boat lying astern, and 
pulled himself to the landing. The Blairmore 
arrived from Newcastle, N. S. W., with a cargo 
of coal about a week ago, making the voyage 
in fifty-six days, the fastest on record. 





Troops to be Transferred. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—With the approval of 
the Secretary of War the Major and two trdops 
of the Seventh Cavalry, now at Fort Sheridan, 
Ill., will be transferred to the Department of the 
Colorado.

AIRING THEIR TROUBLES 





ROOSEVELT AND PAREER TALK TO 
THE LEGISLATCRS AT ALBANY. 


The President Says the Success of tha 
Police Board’s Administration De-« 
pends on the Passage of the Bil} 
to Permit a Majority to Make 

Objects 


the Measure—A Favorable Repovt 


Promotions—Parker to 


to the Assembly. 


ALBANY, April 9.—Police Commissioner? 
Roosevelt and Parker of New-York City 
brought their differences over promotions 
and appointments in their department be- 
fore the Committees on Cities of both 
houses to-day. Both appeared at hearings 


on the bill which proposes to allow a ma- 
jority of the Commissioners to act, tak« 
ing opposite sides of the case. They had 
a few lively passages. x 

The result was a victory for Mr. Roose« 
velt, for, after considering the bill in ex- 
ecutive session, the Assembly Cities Com- 
mittee decided to report it favorably. The 
Democratic members of the committee vot- 
ed against such action. 

The Senate committee decided not to re 
port the bill. A motion to report it favor- 
ably was defeated, Senators Stranahan of 
Oswego and Ellsworth of Niagara (Reps.)} 
voting for the motion, and Senators Ahearn, 
(Dem., New-York,) Page, (Rep., New-York,) 
Lexow, (Rep.,,Rockland,) Nussbaum, (Rep.» 
Albany,) Brush, (Rep., Brooklyn,) and Sei- 
bert, (Rep., Erie,) voting against the mo 
tion. Senator Grady, (Dem., New-York,) 
did not vote, and Senators White, (Rep., 
Onondaga,) Tibbits, (Rep., Rensselaer,) and 
McCarren, (Dem., Brooklyn,) were absent. 
The bill will be brought up again in coms 
mittee, and an endeavor made to get a 
favorable report on the measure. 

Before the House committee, Mr. Rooses 
velt made his first speech. He said the 
purpose of the bill was to make a success 
of the administration of the present Board 
of Police Commissioners of New-York Citys 
“Let’s have a bill,”” added Mr. Roosevelt, 
“that will make it a success, and let ug 
be held responsible if the Police Depart< 
ment under us is at fault.’”’” The Commis< 
sioner added that it was but fair that the 
Legislature give the commission in New- 
York a chance to succeed. The passage of 
the bill before the committee would do 
this. He represented, officially, a majority, 
of the Board of Commissioners. The ma- 
jority consisted of himself, Mr. Grant, and 
Mr. Andrews. ! 

The object of the bill was the centraliza« 
tion of power. As the law now stood, it 
Was impossible for the board to transfer an 
officer, and it could not promote except by. 
unanimous vote of the board. There was a 
general unreasonable condition existing in 
the department. It.was possible now for 
the board to appoint a patrolman by a ma- 
jority vote. Then the Chief made the first 
promotion. The next two promotions must 
be made by a unanimous vote of the board, 
It was a system that was constantly meet« 
ing with disfavor. 

The present board had opposed the bilk 
under which the department was at present, 
working, He wanted ‘the Chief of Police to, 
have the power to act under the board as 
Supervisor of ¢aptains, subject to the cons; 
trol of the board. Regular promotions in} 
the force should be made by a majority vote’ 
of the board. The Chief had repeatedly! 
said to him that he would not use certain of} 
his official powers without the assent of the 
commission. He wished particularly that 
his power of promotions would be taken!’ 
away. 

The board wished to have some of the 
power that was vested in the Chief. Either. 
give the Commissioners this power or dis<, 
pense with them and make the Chief a, 
single-headed commission, with full power.) 
It was now impossible for the board im} 
New-York to name an officer upon proba-! 
tion. There was a clause in the law now, 
that would allow this, but it was a question} 
whether the commission could, legally pro- 
ceed under it. It was now a difficult mat-]} 
ter for the board to discharge even a pa- 
trolman. It was necessary that the board) 
not only should have this power over the} 
smaller officers, but over the higher officers. 

Mr. Davidson of the committee asked if it 
would not be well to give the Chief similar 
powers to these of a General in the army. { 

Mr. Roosevelt answered in the negative, 
giving as a reason that even then the Chief 
would be under the influence of a higher) 
power. One power should be held responsi-} 
ble, and only one. In closing his speech, Mr. 
Roosevelt said: 

While you expect us to work for decent gov- 
ernmental adminiszration, give us the power to} 
reach a standard that will cause us not to fall | 
short of the measure of success that you have 
the right to demand. { 

Then the Commissioner stated that the 
police force, during the first ten months of 
the administration of the present commis-| 
sion, had been as successful as at any time 
in the history of the board. 

Commissioner Parker, when he began 
his argument against the bill, stated that’ 
if he thought that it was at all a party; 
measure, he would be reluctant to appear» 
before the committee. It had been contend- 
ed that he had last year opposed the_ Bi-; 
Partisan bill and advocated the Ainsworth 
measure. This was not so, for he nad not 
approved of the Ainsworth bill. It had 
also been said by Commissioner Roosevelt 
that that official had always made what-) 
ever changes he had in the force after cone 
sultation with the Superintendent of Police, | 
Certainly Mr. Roosevelt had done this, be-; 
tause he knew that the Superintendent's 
knowledge of the force was iar superior to 
his own. . 

Mr. Parker then contended that instead 
of the commission being given more power, 
this power should go to the Superintendent, 
if anybody, or the law should remain as it 
was. } F ‘ 

Mr. Parker read from the legislative com- 
mittee report upon the police investiga- 
tion, to prove that the leaders of the Re- 
publican Party: had advocated the increase 
of the powers of the Chief. 

‘And do you regard Mr. Byrnes as a re*

DEMOCRATIC PARTY IN KINGS COUN- 
TY DECLARES ITS POSITION. 





Attention Called to the Need of Sound 
Money-—Pride in the National Ad- 
ministration—Republican Party 
Arraigned for Its Shortcomings— 
Edward M. Shepard Severely Crit- 
icises Mr. Wurster for His Course 


as Mayor. 


The Democratic Party in Kings County 
met in the Athenaeum, Atlantic Avenue 
and Clinton Street, Brooklyn, last night. 
There was a fair attendance. 

Foster L. Peadbody called the meeting to 


order, and then read a letter from John A. 
Taylor declining the election of Chairman. 
Edward M. Shepard, in a short speech, 
nominated Charles J. Patterson for Chair- 
man, and he was elected by acclamation. 

Mr. Patterson, in taking the chair, said 
the present year was to be a most im- 
portant one, and would be trying to an or- 
ganization that exulted in its independence, 
but he said the 10,000 men who had re- 
mained steadfast last Fall could not be 
thrust aside by any power, politically or 
otherwise, in the City of Brooklyn. 

The Democratic Party was in favor of 
sound money, he said. If this country was 
to become the power of the world. it must 
have as good money as there was upon the 
earth. Cheap money was only good for a 
cheap natior. 

Mr. Patterson fired hot shot at Mayor 
Wurste:. He said that the only thing his 
administration hid done so far was to try 
to beat the civil service law. 

“We were prepared for smallness of soul; 
we were prepared for minimized brains, for 
we heard the candidate speak in the late 
campaign,” he said. 

“* Mayor Schierer’s administration,” he said, 
“was for the public good; the departments 


were elevated, but as soon as this admin- 
istration took office it went down, and now 
stood for beating the civil service law, dis- 


charging Inspectors of Water Meters, and 
appointing instead detectives of water 
meters.”’ 

The following resolutions were then 
adopted: 

The Democratic Party in Kings County, through 


its General Committee, conscious of the responsi- 
bility which, in view of the importance of the 
coming elections, rests upon all political organiza- 
tions, does hereby declare as follows: 

First—Its fealty to the principles of the Demo- 
cratic Party, and to the organization of that 
party in all efforts to apply such principles in 
the Government of the Nation, State, and 
municipality. 

Second—Its belief in a sound currency, the 
necessity of the retirement of the greenbacks, 
and in the wisdom of an unqualified declaration 
for the gold standard in the coming National 
Convention, 

Third—Its confidence that the Wilson Tariff 


bill—although it did not give us the full meas- 
ure of tariff reform—will provide sufficient reve- 
nue for an honest and economical administra- 


tion of the National Government; and that its 
wise provisions for free wool and other cheap 
raw materials are enabling our manufacturers 
successfully to compete in the markets of the 
world, as evidenced by the fact that during the 
year 1895 the value of our exports of domestic 
manufacture was unprecedented. We _ believe 
the present law is a vast improyement upon the 
laws which it repealed, enacted as they were not 
in the interest of the people at large, but for 
favored and protected classes, and we deprecate 
the further agitation of the tariff question dur- 
ing the present umsettled condition of financial 
and industrial interests. 

Fourth—Its pride and satisfaction in the con- 
summate statesmanship which has characterized 
the present Administration in the management 
of both foreign and domestic affairs, and espe- 
cially in its firm determination to maintain the 
National credit, while the Republican Congress 
has beea wasting its time and disturbing busi- 
ness interests by its unwarranted interference 
with the functions of the Exeeutive in matters 
of foreign affairs. 

Fifth—That the Republican Party has forfeited 
all claim to the respect and confidence of Ameri- 
can citizens: In National affairs by its failure 
to attempt to solve and master the problems 
which confront the country, and by its effort to 
avoid committal upon the issues upon which de- 
pend the present and future prosperity of the 
Republic; in State affairs by an abject and 
supine surrender to a single individual, to whom, 
although holding no position of public trust or 
responsibility, are committed without reserve the 
rights, liberties, and industrial interests of the 
people of our great State, and especially in the 
enactment of legislation which robs the people of 
home rule, econfiscates their just revenues, and 
creates at Albany a centralized machine for the 
control of the liquor business, to be used for cor- 
rupt political purposes; in municipal affairs by 
the total abandonment of non-partisanship, and 


the delivery of the public offices into the hands 
of officials who, in disregard of the public inter- 
ests and in flagrant violation of the civil service 
law, are using the public revenues in the interest 


of a political machine. 


Sixth—That the Democratic Party should now 
devote itself to the more important subject of the 
selection of representatives to sit in the ccming 
Congress and Legislature, who,shall be men not 
only thoroughly imbued with and versed in the 
Democratic faith, but fit by virtue of high per- 
sonal character and capabilities to represent the 
City of Brooklyn. 

Seventh—That the Democratic Party in Kings 
County will firmly and steadfastly in the future, 
as in the past, devote itself to the maintenance of 
a high standard of Democratic politics, which 
shall command the respect and confidence of this 
community. 


In support of the resolutions, Edward M. 
Shepard said: 

These resolutions represent the determination 
of this body, and of the many thousand citizens 
of Brooklyn in sympathy with us, to keep 
steadily and unflinchingly on the course which 
we marked out for ourselves three years ago. 
We have exercised, we believe, a wholesome, a 
powerful, and a practically fruitful influence in 
the politics of our city. It is a commonplace 
mind and an ignorant one that supposes that 
such an influence appears only by votes which are 
successful in putting men of our own into office, 
Most great social and political forces act in- 
directly. We have learned the efficacy of even 
negative force, and we do not mean to forget 


what we have learned. Municipal Government 
in Brooklyn has been better, Democratic poli- 
tics have been better and are better, even in 
Willoughby Street, because of the part we 
have been willing to take. It is clear now—but 


it is no clearer than it has been since the be- 

ginning—that ovr course cannot be determined 

~ 4 the motive usually dominant in current pol- 
ics, 

There is no man, nor is there any body of 
men, whom to put in office is our chief political 
end. We are without patronage, and, for many 
reasons, I am glad of it; and we shall be without 


Patronage for years to come. Those who are 
with us are with us for other reasons. If any 
were once with us for that reason it was high 
time last Fall that they left us. 

The political skies are bright with many signs 
of hope. The Republican Congress, the Repub- 
lican Legislature, and now the completely par- 
tisan Republican Administration of Brooklyn are 


fulling far short of the promises upon which 
they secured power. A singular mixture of reck- 
less and corrupt audacity and of puerility seems 
to be the characteristic of the Républican Party 
to-day. I don’t remember an American Congress, 
nor do I believe that history records one, which 
has so promptly and completely invited National 
contempt as the present Republican Congress. 

The Republican Party, if we may judge it by 
the utterances of its principal candidates for the 
Presidency and by the proceedings of the two 
houses of Congress, in which it is all-powerful, 
is without a policy on the silver question, now 
our chief financial concern. On the tariff question 
it is without any policy, except to put the busi- 
ness interests of the country on a two years’ 
gridiron of torture through a premature and 
dangerous reopening of the tariff controversy, 
and that, without an assurance or promise as 
to what changes it proposes in the schedules. 
From not a single representative Republican 
statesman does there come one clear, manly 
word whichis specific and intelligible as to 
what he or his party will do if the power which 
they now have is made complete by the election 
of a Republican President in November next. 
Their idea is that one argument is all-sufficient 
for their salvation: the times have been hard, 
and, therefore, there ought to be a change. 
Gen. Harrison, coming into office in 1889, found 
an overflowing Treasury, a steady and large re- 
duction of the og debt the invariable record 
of the month, the National currency held firmly 
to a sound gold basis, the best of dollars far ey- 
ery man entitled to a dollar. The Republicans 
passed tlie Sherman Silver bill, which three years 
after its passage brought the country to the eve of 
really dreadful financial disaster. They reveled in 
the gross excesses of the McKinley bill. To make 
the maintenance of a sound currency as difficult 
as possible, they promptly admitted as States 
several mountain boroughs, none of them with 
a population much exceeding that of a single 
ward of this city; they inaugurated an era of ex- 
travagant expenditure; they passed the Pensien 
bill, committing the country for a generation to 
come to an enormous outlay with no provision 
of revenue to meet it. 

With honert pride, we Democrats may turn to 
the firm, brave, patriotfe Administration of our 
Democratic President, whom foes and friends 
alike now and beyond a doubt rank ag the first 
of American Presidents since the murder at Ford’s 
Theatre thirty-one years ago next Tuesday night. 

In our State we are observing a systematic 
attempt to deprive the cities of the power to 
govern themselves. No doubt there are good 
features in the Raines bill, which might prop: 
erly have been promoted under a system of home 
rule for the cities. The dominant motive with 
the Republican politicians has been, however, 
to create at Albany a central werful force, 
the corrupting and tyrannical influence of which 
upon the politics of the State cannot for a mo- 
ment be doubted. 

In Brooklyn Mayor Wurster, swiftly clothing 
himself in forgetfulness of his erection promises, 
seems to have pretty completely adjusted himssalf 
to the current scheme of Republican politics. We 
were told last Fall that we ought to support him 
because he stood for the same things for which 
we stood. i 

As soon as Mayor Wurster was safely in 
power it appeared clearly enough that there was 
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no intention to continue the good features of the 
Schieren administration. It was pathetic enough 
to read the compliments paid by Mr. Wurster 
and Mr. Willis, the new Commissioner of City 
Werks, to Alfred T. White, the retiring Com- 
missioner of City Works. Their joy at his re- 
tirement was ill-concealed. It left them free to 
turn the City Works D2partment of this city into 
a sheer partisan machine. Everybody now knows 
that Mr. Wurster ached to be rid of Mr. White, 
that he never for a moment intended, if he 
could, to retain Mr. White at the head of the De- 
patment of City Works, for Mr. White, they 

ell knew, would not permit his department 
to be used for sheer partisan paurpoess. or con- 
nive at a desperate and immoral attack upon the 
civil service law. It is only the high character 
and the good judgment of Mr. Burr, the Cor- 
poration Counsel, that have preserved Mr. Wurs- 
ter’s administration within telescopic range of 
adherence to law. I am _ bound to say that I 
remember no municipal administration of Brook- 
lyn that, within so short a time after its in- 
auguration, has so largely, I may say so com- 
pletely, as the present Republican administra- 
tion of Brooklyn, dissipated the respect and con- 
fidence of the independent citizens, who did not 
see the future as clearly as we did, and whose 
support made its election possible. If its course 
continue, it is easy to see that it will go out 
under as extreme and irrevocable discredit as 
ever overtook a predecessor of Mr. Wurster. 
Let us hope that his undoubted intelligence and 
personal uprightness will, before it is too late, 
rescue him and the city from that fate. 

The changing public sentiment now gives genu- 
ine promise that if the Democratic Party shall be 
true to its own traditional policy; if, without 
makeshifts and without time-serving, it shall de- 
clare itself unqualifiedly in favor of a sound, 
honest gold dollar, in favor of an honest and 
thorough trial of the Wilson tariff law, with the 
hope—and, more, with the belief—that its results 
shall induce the people to demand still further 
reductions in oppressive and corrupting taxation; 
if the Democratic Party shall nominate for Presi- 
dent a man who beyond any doubt stands for 
these things, and stands besides for a prudent, 
scrupulous, magnanimous, peace-loving, but not 
war-fearing, temper in our relations with other 
nations, for honest and efficient executive admin- 
istration, for a real and sympathetic observance 
of civil service laws, for the genuine Democracy 
of Jefferson and Seymour and Tilden, we may 
well expect to succeed. We. shall thus deserve 
success. And that, surely, is the only course by 
which we Democrats mean to command success. 


The resolutions were unanimously adopt- 
ed. 


TRIAL OF THE RAM 





KATAHDIN. 





The Government Board Pleased with 
Her Performances, 


New-LONDON, Conn., April 9.—The Gov- 
ernment ram Katahdin to-day had a trial 
over a course of 36 knots in Long Island 
Sound, but did not develop greater speed 
than about 144 knots at any time, and the 
average is below that. 

She started from this harbor with nearly 
perfect conditions of weather, light wind, 
and comparatively smooth water. As soon 
as the Government Trial Board was on the 
ship she was ready to leave, and steamed 
slowly out of the harbor. She got into a 
faster pace gradually, so that in the first 
half hour she was making about 7 knots. 
She had been put in condition for making 
speed, and showed her grooming as she got 
into the open sea. She was making 11 
knots at 10 o’clock, with herscrews turn- 
ing ninety revolutions per minute, under a 
pressure of 165 pounds of steam. Her fires 
were freshened, preparatory to the vessel 
going up on the course. 

She began the run at Long Beach Bar 
Lighthouse, soon striking the 12-knot speed 
under 140 pounds of steam. She shot away 
straight as an arrow, leaving a white 
wake behind and displacing tons of water 
on either side. From 11 A. M. until 12 
noon she ran under forced draught. Her 
screws were running up to 128 revolutions, 
and averaged 122. The water washed over 
her bow as she plunged into the sea. The 
immense volume of water that boarded her 
forward forced the plug out of her hawser 
pipes on the starboard’ side and flooded the 
berth deck. 

Her second run under forced draught 
was begun at 2 o’clock, when she devel- 
oped a speed of 144% knots, with the steam 
gauge indicating 155 pounds and the screws 
turning 130 times to the minute. The 
counters recording the revolutions then be- 
came disabled, and men were stationed to 
do the counting. The water that boarded 
her ram found its way into the tight com- 
partment, and had to be pumped out. 

Before the work was completed to-day 
considerable time was devoted to ascer- 
taining her tactical diameter, or in dem- 
onstrating the time consumed in turning 
in circles with both engines and single line 
in use, and with single and double screws 


working. : 
The Katahdin did not reach port till 
8:15 o'clock to-night. The Government 


board expresses satisfaction with the ves- 
sel’s work to-day. Separate reports will 
be made to the Navy Department of the 
work done Tuesday and to-day, after which 
the builders will be notified of the results. 
The Katahdin will remain a few days be- 
fore proceeding to Brooklyn. While the 
ram was at the Brooklyn yard this Winter 
some of her pipes became frozen and 
weakened, and her bottom is believed to 
be foul.

A considerable part of the fe traffic 
on the North River is tributary to the great 
railroad trunk lines which centre in Jersey 
City, Hoboken, and Weehawken. the 
suburban railroad traffic of New-Jersey, the 
largest share is carried by the Jersey Cen- 
tral boats, which ply between iberty 
Street and Communipaw. 

The ferry to Staten Island carried over 
5,500,000 persons last year. 

Some of the Trustees of the Brooklyn 
Bridge, especially President Howell, have 
become very much concerned about the de- 
cline in bridge traffic in ier gy A and Feb- 
ruary of this year, They went down to the 
river front, and inquired anxiously of the 
ferry officials as to the causes that were 
at work. 

“We told the bridge folks we didn’t 
know,” one of the ferry officials said yes- 
terday to a reporter for THe NBw-YorRK 
Times. “ We didn’t want to hurt their feel- 
ings. We ure glad to see our business in- 
crease, and we are not disposed to sadden 
the hearts of the Bridge Trustees by com- 
municating to them our suspicion that the 
inconvenience of the new bridge terminals, 
and the tendency of the people to grow 
weary of bridge jams.. are two of the re- 
sponsible causes.,”’ 

Every part of Brooklyn is accessible from 
the ferries. Greenpoint Avenue is the dis- 
tributing point for the Greenpoint region. 
Broadway takes care of the people both 
by elevated and surface cars, and the same, 
is the case at the foot of Fulton Street, 
Brooklyn, where both the elevated systems 
have their terminals. Montague Street is 
the landing place for all,of Brooklyn 
Heights, and by the new system of trolley 
transfers the people can go all over Brook- 
lyn for one fare. 

Five large systems of surface cars begin 
at Fulton Ferry, three reach Montague 
Street and the Atlantic Avenue Ferries, 
and three centre at Hamilton Ferry. Three 
systems touch Catharine Ferry, and there 
is a legion of routes centring at all of the 
Eastern District ferries, which extend out 
as far as Newtown, Jamaica, and Astoria. 

By a recent extension and combination 
of the Broklyn surface lines passengers can 
reach the Coney Island resorts direct by 
any of the ferries. In fact, the Brooklyn 
ferries now afford facilities equal to those 
of the bridge for reaching every part of 
Brooklyn directly and for one fare, one 
surface line even going as far as Manhat- 
tan Beach, while another goes to Astoria, 
and others to East New-York and Canarsie. 




















OPPOSES BROOKLYN BRIDGE BILL. 


Trustee Henriques Says the Railroad 
Should Not Be Leased. 


Clarence A. Henriques, one of the Trust- 
ees of the New-York and Brooklyn Bridge, 
yesterday denounced the bill introduced in 
the Legislature on Wednesday authorizing 
the Bridge Trustees to lease the railway to 
the elevated railroad companies. 

“In the first place,’’ he said, “I am in 
favor of any step which will facilitate the 
public in getting across the bridge with- 
out change of cars. But I am opposed to 
this bill because, in this instance, the 
cities should not tolerate for a moment the 
lease of this structure to any private cor- 
porations, elevated or otherwise. Second, 
the rental under this proposed arrangement 
would be about $360,000 a year. That is the 
average net earnings for the three years 
prior to Dec. 1, 18%. These three years 
were particularly bad years, owing to busi- 
ness depression and for other causes in the 
shape of improvements on the bridge, mak- 
ing the net earnings even smaller than 
usual. 

“* Now, then, they propose to have all the 
roadbed, all our new cars, our shops, Cables, 
locomotives, our new electric plants, terrai- 
najs, and, after we have spent hundreds of 
ti®usdnds of dollars in improvements they 
propose to pay us according to our earnings 
for these three bad years, when we have 
in sight, that is, in about eight or ten 
months, annual net earnings .of at least 
$900,000. That would mean a clear profit of 
$600,000 a year for the elevated companies 
if this bill should go through, and they 
would reap the benefit of all our improve- 
ments without paying one cent toward 
them. Can the cities afford to make them 
this handsome present? . 

“The worst feature of the bill, to my 
mind, however, is the clause compelling the 
ities to construct an extension at Tillary 
Street, on this. side of the river, and for 
1,500 feet along Centre Street, New-York, 
for which the elevated companies propose 
to pay a rental of 5 per cent. per annum 
on the total cost of construction.” 

Chief Engineer C. C. Martin. who has no 
voice in the matter of making a lease, also 
opposes the bill and says that the elevated 
roads could not give the service that the 
bridge trains do. 

The surface railroad companies are pre- 
paring a bill to be sent to Albany giving 
them the right to cross the bridge. » 


Room for the New East River Bridge. 


The Commissioners of the new East River 
Bridge held a consultation with the Directors 
of the Brooklyn and New-York Ferry Com- 
pany yesterday. The Commissioners agreed 
to provide the ferry company with a suita- 
ble storage place for its boats on the New- 
York side of the river in return for the 
property owned by the ferry company, near 
the foot of Delancey Street. A bill will be

gear, such as better protection from the 
sun and better ventilation. ‘ 
The crown is bell-shaped, higher in front 
than at the back. Around its rim and up 


the side of the cap extends a braid. The 
cap is fitted with a gold cord or chain, 
which may be used to keep it in place. The 
front is adorned with the corps device—a 
half globe, showing the western hemisphere 
backed by an anchor and surmounted by 
an eagie with spread wings, and ng 
scroll with the motto, ‘“ Semper Fidelis.’ 

The visor has the angle now adopted by 
the army and used extensively abroad, It 
affords ample protection to the eyes from 
the glare of the sun.

DID STRONG INDORSE THE GRAB? 


A Bill te Reimburse Removed Police 
Justices for Expenses of Defense. 


ALBANY, April 9.—Largely on the strength 
of a letter of indorsement sent here by 
Mayor Strong, a bill which was designed to 
reimburse certain Commissioners for ex- 
penses incurrd in trials and investigations 
in New-York City has been advanced to 
almost the completed stage of legislation, 

At some stage in the proceedings an 
amendment has been put to it which 
changes its nature so that it includes not 
only Commissioners, but Police Justices 
and Magistrates. 

Under its present provisions the Police 
Justices who were legislated out of office 
last year, and two of whom are now Sen- 
ators—ex-Justice “‘Tom’’ Grady and ex- 
Justice ‘“ Barney”’”’ Martin—may recover 
good amounts from the city. 

The bill was introduced by Senator Can- 


tor, who was as much surprised as any one 
when he learned to-day ‘that, the Cities 
Committee in the Assembly had amended it. 
The letter of Mayor Strong indorsing the 
original proposition is said to have been 
represented as an indorsement of _ the 
amendment. The original bill was said to 
have been prepared in the interests of 
those Police Commissioners who incurr 
expense in withstanding the Lexow invyes- 
tigation. It provided: 

The Board of Estimate and Apportionment is 
hereby authorized to audit and allow, as 
charges against the city, the reasonable costs, 
counsel fees and expenses paid or incurred or 
which shall hereafter be paid or incurred, by 
any Commissioner who shall have been a suc- 
cessful party in any proceeding to remove him 
from office, or to review or prohibit any such 
removal or to obtain possession of his office, 
or by any Commissioner for the proper pre- 
sentation and justification of his official conduct 
before any body or tribunal lawfully investi- 
gating the same, and not officially recommend- 
ing his removai from office. 


The amended bill not only provides for the 
Police Justices who sought to withstand 
the law of last year, but provides for any 
action which hey may hereafter bring, the 
entire nature o the legislation being 
changed, inasmuch as under the amended 
bill the Justices may take the initial pro- 
ceedings. The form in which the bill stands 
on the Assembly calendar is this: 


The Board of Estimate and Apportionment is 
hereby authorized to audit and allow, as charges 
against the city, the reasonable costs, counsel 
fees and expenses paid or incurred, or which 
shall hereafter be paid or incurred by and Com- 
missioner,’ City Magistrate or Police Justice who 
shall have been a successful party in any pro- 
ceedings or trial to remove him from office, or 
who shall bring or defend any action or proceed- 
ing in which the question as to his title to office 
is in any way presented, or involved, or in which 
it is sought to convict him, of to review or pro- 
hibit any such removal or to obtain possession 
of his office, or by any Commissioner for the 
proper presentation, and justification of. his offi- 
cial conduct before any body or triblna] lawfully 
investigating the same, and not officially recom- 
mending his removal from office, 

“Did Mayor Strong know of the amend- 
ment and indorse it, or did some one make 
an improper use of his letter?”’ is a ques- 
tion that is perplexing some of the states- 
men here. 

The Police Justices who made the fight 
to retain their places were not sparing 
in the matter of counsel. The list of 
Judges included. both Tammany men and 
machine Republicans. Their counsel in* 
cluded ex-Judge Noah Davis and the firm 
of Hoadly, Lauterbach & Johnson.

Unemployed from We Belle France 


Now Have a Safe and Comfortable 
Retreat in West Twenty-fourth 
Street—Under the Direction of the 
Fathers of Mercy—An Intelligence 
Office to be Established—Gift of 
Miss Catherine Theresa Smith. 


Jeanne d’Arc is) the Patron Saint. Her 
picture, framed in red, white, and blue, 
hung from the ceiling of the parlor of the 
pleasait little brick house at 251 West 
Twenty-fourth Street, which is to be a 


home hereafter for friendless French girls 
who come to this country. 

The Jeanne d’Arc Home, under the direc- 
tion of the Fathers of Mercy of the Church 
of St. Vincent de Paul, was formalip 
opened yesterday by Archbishop Corrigan 
in the presence of Canon Dormagen of 
France, Provincial Saillat of the Order of 
the Fathers of Mercy, Father Smith and 
Father Wucher of the same order, Sisters 
of the church, and a number of invited 
guests. 

A.French flag floated gayly from the 
front of the house all the afternoon, two 
shields on either side of the front door 
bore the words ‘“‘ Jeanne d’Arc Home,” and 
inside were masses of red, white, and blue. 

A large American flag was draped over 
the windows, and on either side of the 
shield bearing an American eagle over 
Father Wucher’s picture on the mantel- 
lece, were more Amerigun flags, with the 
‘rench tri-colored stripes intertwined. 
Father Wucher is President of the corpora- 
tion which is direetly responsible for the 
Bome and the future care of its material 
needs. 

“ Young French girls coming to this coun- 
bat have naturally been directed to us,” 

d Father Wucher, yesterday, at the house 
of the Fathers of Mercy, ‘‘and often it 
has been an embarrassment for us to know 
where to place them. They are not familiar 
with the language, and to find homes for 
them, both safe and within their means, 
has been difficult. 

‘““They are looking for positions as femmes 
de chambre, bonnes d’enfant, and gouver- 
nantes, Many mothers like to obtain French 
girls for their children. Ladies come here 
to inquire for girls, and perhaps then we 
have lost trace for a time of those who 
would suit them. We had a regular intel- 
ligence office here. Sometimes we would 
os called upon half a dozen times in the 

ay. 

“Now, we have this home, which will 
have an intelligence office connected with 
it. The girls can secure positions without 
extra charge. The home will always be 
open to them when they are out of em- 
ployment, and they are at liberty to come 

ere for a part of a day and have a dinner 
by paying 25 cents, and the use of the 
house and library. 

“About twenty girls can be accommo- 
dated at the home. There are not so many 
French girls coming to America as of other 
nationalities, but the number is not small. 
Among the French-speaking girls are those 
from Switzerland and Belgium. We have 
no objection to assisting Protestant girls, 
but the home is, of course, intended for 
girls of the Roman Catholic faith.’’ 

The building which is to be used for the 
home is a three-story brick structure. It 
is a gift from Miss Catherine Theresa 
Smith, a daughter of Henry A. Smith of 
48 West Thirty-fourth Street as a memorial 
for her mother, who was a Frenchwoman. 
It is in every way suited for its present 
purpge. The rooms are of good size, the 
walls’ prettily tinted, and the ceilings fres- 
coed. The larger sleeping rooms have two 
and three beds, the hall rooms one each. 
The beds are all of white-painted iron, 
brass trimmed. 

The entire house is simply but prettily 
furnished. The money for this was raised 
at a fair given by the Fathers of Mercy 
in December. It was intended to apply 
the proceeds to the whole work. Miss 
Smith’s generous git made this unneces- 
sary. The girls will pay $3.50 a week for 
board, or less, when necessary. 

The Archbishop, in full canonicals, assist- 
ed by Father Connell, yenterday passed 
through the house, sprinkling it with holy 
water. A short address was made by Can- 
on Dormagen, who said that the girls 
to eccupy the new home would find there 
a welcome. 

“The house now belongs to the ladies,” 
said Father Wucher at the close of the 
address. Refreshments were served, and 
the French Consul General, Bruwater, was 
welcomed a little later. 

The incorporators of the home are the 
Very Rev. Theodore Wucher, S. P. M., 
President; Miss Catherine Theresa Smith, 
Henry A. Smith, the Rev. Gaston J. Sep- 
tier, and W. J. Amundson.

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SENATOR MANTLE STARTS A TARIFF 
DEBATE IN THE SENATE.

Statistics Presented by Mr. Mills to 
Show the Good Effect of the New 


Tarif jwpon Manufacturers and 


Sheepraisers—He Cails Agention 


ef the Calamity Gentlemen on 


the Other Side to Excellent Con- 
dition of the Wool Industry.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—There was a little 
talk about wool in the Senate to-day, 
started by Mr. Mantle of Montana. Mr. 
Mantle addressed the Senate in support of 
a resolution heretofore offered by his col- 
league, Mr. Carter, to recommit to the 


Finance Committee the House Tariff bill 
passed in the early days of the session. 
He spoke of the ‘“‘ unwarranted aspersions 
east by the metropolitan press’’ on the Sen- 
ators who favored silver coinage, and de- 
fended those Senators and the people of the 
silver States from the “ indiscriminate 
charges of selfishness and lack of patriotism 
brought against them.” 

In the course of his speech he argued 
against the Dingley bill, declaring that, 
while it professed to be in the interest of 
the wool growers, it was really in the inter- 
est of the wool manufacturers. 

Mr. Hawley (Rep., Conn.) said that he had 
a few figures which proved that Mr. Mantle 
was mistaken in supposing that the wool 
manufacturers were \benefitted by the Wil- 
son tariff bill. The émportations of woolen 
manufactured goods into the United States 
for the current fiscal year, including Jan- 
wary, amounted to over $38,000,000, as 
against $17,500,000, in the corresponding 
seven months of last year. On the other 
hand, many looms in New-England woolen 
-mills were idle, and the mils were running 
on reduced time. With the passage of the 
Wilson tariff law a cyclone had struck the 
woolen industry of New-England. Mr. 
Hawley added that he did not cail to mind 
a single New-England Senator who had 
ever moved, or voted, to take the duty off 
raw wool. 

Mr. Hoar (Rep., Mass.,) reminded Mr. 
Mantle that the State of Oregon had sent 
to the Senate two Senators, Kansas one 
Senator, and Texas two Senators, who were 
all in favor of free wool. These “ free- 
wool” Senators, coming from wool-produc- 
ing States, ‘“‘were enough to knock down 
the New-England delegation, which voted 
for protection on wool.” 

Mr. Mills (Dem., Texas,) said that he 
Gesired to add a little to the truth of his- 
tory. It had been intimated, by the Sena- 


tor from Connecticut (Mr. Hawley) that 
the woolen manufacturers of the United 
States had suffered loss by the introduction 
of cheaper woolen goods. and by cheaper 
wool. fficial statistics, however, showed 
that there had been a much larger intro- 
Guction of wool into the United States than 
had ever taken place under any protective 
tariff; that every pound of that wool had 
been manufactured by American labor and 
had found a market. : 

Statistics further showed that the people 
of the United States had got their, imported 
woolen goods 50 per cent. cheaper than un- 
der the McKinley tariff; that the Govern- 
ment got more revenue from imported wool- 
en goods than under a protective tariff; 
also that the price of raw wool had not 
gone down, but was rising. The protective 
tariff, he said, had never added one soli- 
tary_cent to the price of domestic wool in 
the United States. 

“The facts still further show,” Mr. Hoar 
interposed, “‘that wool manufacturers are 
failing, and also that, if the revenue from 
woolen goods is increasing, the Treasury 
is becoming bankrupt.” 

**No, Sir,” Mr. Mills replied, “‘ the wool 
manufacturers are going nearer to where 
their raw material is. Woolen manufact- 
ures are springing up in some parts cf the 
country and dying in other parts. But 
nearly 200,000,000 pounds more wool have 


been brought into the country, and every | 


fibre of it has been manufactured by Amer- 
ican labor. It has given employment to 
nearly 100,000 more workers than under a 
protective tariff. A protective tariff is a 
protective humbtg, and tas been proved 
so throughout its whole history.”’ 

“Is it not a fact,’’ Mr. Mitchell (Rep., 
Oregon,) asked, ‘‘ that since the Wilson bill 
went into operation there has been a vast 
@ecrease in the number of sheep in Texas? 
And, if so, how does the Senator account 
for it?” 

“I do not believe that there has been,” 
Mr. Mills replied. 

“The official records of the Controller of 
the State of Texas show that there has been 
an immense decrease in the number of sheep 
in Texas,’’ Mr. Mitchell remarked. 

“The statistics are made by sheep men,” 
Was the explanation offered by Mr. Mills. 
“They are under the delusion that a pro- 
tective tariff on wool is of some benefit to 
them. The effect of the agricultural reports 


made by some of these people is that there. 


has been a reduction in the number of 
sheep in Texas; but there has been no re- 
duction in the price of wool since the pas- 
sage of the last tariff act. If there was no 
reduction in the price of wool, what was 
the tariff on wool for?”’ 

“A Democratic House of Representa- 
tives,’’ Mr. Mitchell suggested, ‘‘ passed a 
free-trade bill—so far as wool is concerned— 
a few years ago, and the election of a 
Democratic President discounted the whole 
business.”’ 

“Somebody discounted the Republican 
Party in 1892,” Mr. Mills retorted angrily. 
“Who did that?” 





A BOARD BILL FOR $2,400. 


Claim of Everett House Against Mrs. 
Hertt and Mrs. Baldwin. 


Mrs. Nancy A. Hartt and Mrs. Lucretia 
B. Baldwin are twins, seventy-five years 
old, and are so much alike in face, figure, 
and voice. that their most intimate friends 
find it difficult to distinguish one from the 
other. 

They lived for many years at the Ever- 
ett House, Mrs. Hartt always paying the 
bills for herself and sister. She was looked 
upon by the proprietors as the responsible 
one, although the apartments of the two 
Women were taken jointly. Mrs. Hartt’s 
last payment was in January, 1894, when 
her check for $5,000 was honored. Nothing 
more was paid by the sisters after that 
date, although they continued to live in the 
hotel until July, 1895. The bill then against 
them for board and lodging was $2,400, 8 

The proprietors of the hotel employed W. 
F. Severance in December, 1895, to secure 
the $2,400. He wrote to Mrs. Hartt, but 
Mrs. Baldwin replied that she was responsi- 
ble for the debt, and would pay it in a few 
days. She said she expected money from an 
estate in Europe, but refused to say where 
the estate was situated. The debt remain- 
ing unpaid, Mr. Severance said he would 
bring suit against Mrs. Hartt. 

The twin sisters then engaged-as counsel 
Edward H. Kelly, and when Mrs. Baldwin 
made a promise to him to pay the bill he 
fled an answer to the suit brought by Mr. 
Ceverance, denying any claim against Mrs. 
‘Hartt. Before the time for the trial, Jan. 
20, 1896, Mr. Kelly withdrew his answer, be- 
a. as pe fom Mrs. Baldwin would 

® eep her promise to pay. Judgmen

They 
declared that they had not authorized Mr.

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A NEW GREATER NEW-YORK BILL. 


Mr, Brennan Would Submit the Char- 
ter to a Popular Vote. 


ALBANY, April 9.—Assemblymarn Brennan 
has a Greater New-York bill providing for 
the consolidation of the local governments 
of the territory within the City and Coun- 
ty of New-York, the Counties of Kings 
and Richmond, and Long Island City, and 
the towns of Newtown, Flushing, and Ja- 
maica, and part of the town of Hempstead, 
in the County of Queens, and providing for 
the preparation of bills for enactment into 
laws for the government thereof, and the 
submission of such bills to the vote of the 
people, such consolidation to become operat- 
ive upon the approval by the people of said 
submitted bills or charter. 

A commission similar to that named in 
the Lexow Greater New-York bill is pro- 
vided for, to make a final report to the 
Legislature by Feb. 1, 1897, with bills to 
carry out the proposed consolidation. 

Mr. Brennan attempted to introduce the 
bill, but Mr. McKeown objected. Then Mr. 
Brennan pleaded with his colleague from 
ae to withdraw his objection, but Mr. 
McKeown refused, and the measure was 
not introduced over the desk. 

Mr. Brennan says that he will go before 
the Cities Committee and to have his 
bill substituted for the Greater New-York 
bill of H. T. Andrews, introduced a few 
days ago. 

Mr. Brennan says that his bill is unlike 
the other consolidation bills in that it does 
not consolidate the territory affected until 
the charter for the Greater New-York has 
been accepted by a majority vote of the 
people. If the charter be not accepted, it 
is left to the judgment of the next Legis- 
lature to act as it desires on the question 
of consolidation. 

The nine citizen members of the commis- 
sion are to be appointed, three each by the 
Governor and the Mayors of New-York and 
Brooklyn. The Lexow bill allows the Gov- 
ernor to name the nine citizen Commission- 
ers. 





DECISION OF MAYOR STRONG. 


Believed He Disapproved the Bill—He 
Will Not Talk 


Mayor Strong reached his decision last 
night on the Greater New-York bill. The 
bill and the memorandum will be taken to 
Albany by special messenger, perhaps by 
Secretary Hedges. 

“The decision reached by the Mayor,” 
said Mr. Hedges, “ will be made public in 
Albany, and not in this city, the, Mayor 
being of the opinion that the news should 
not be given out until the bill is returned 
to the Governor.” 

Mayor Strong absolutely refused to talk 
about his decision. No one was allowed to 
enter the Mayor’s office while the memoran- 
dum was in course of preparation. 

The general impression about the City 
Hall and among the Mayor’s office holders 
ig that the Mayor has disapproved of the 
bill. Almost all of the heads of the cit 
departments who were at the Mayor’s cabi- 
net meeting Tuesday spoke in opposition to 
the bill. but declared themselves to be in 
favor of Greater New-York. 

If the Mayor has disapproved of the bill, 
he has probably said in’ his memorandum 
that in so vast an undertaking great cau- 
tion should be exercised, and that the bill 
does not allow time enough in which to 
make all the necessary arrangements for 
permanent consolidation. It is also said 
that he suggests certain amendments and 
alterations in the bill which, if made, would 
enable him to sign it. 

Albert E. Henschel, Secretary of the 
Greater New-York Commission, had a final 
conference with the Mayor on the subject 
of consolidation yesterday. He handed him 
a letter of cx-Judge John F. Dillon, author 
of the works on ‘‘ Municipal Corporations.” 
It was as follows: 

I am of the opinion that in the Greater New- 
York bill the consolidation provision of Section 
1 does not take effect until Jan. 1, 1898. If 
under the other provisions, a charter for the con- 
solidated corporation shall be adopted prior to 
Jan. 1, 1898, these provisions would govern. If 
no such charter shall be adopted before that time, 
then, in my opinion, Section 2 preserves, for all 
purposes, the existing local administration and 
government until such time as the Legislature 
shall, by due enactment, otherwise provide. 

Ex-Judge Dillon’s letter is supposed to 
cover a point about which the Mayor had 
especially expressed doubt. 


Mayor Wurster’s Veto Expected. 


Mayor Wurster will to-day send to Al- 
bany his decision upon the Greater New- 
York bill. It is the general belief that he 
will not approve the bill. He was invited 
to speak before the Society of Old Brook- 
lynites on Wednesday evening upon “‘ Great- 
er Brooklyn,” but declined, because he did 
not want to give any idea as to his position 


upon the bill. Corporation Counsel Burr, it 
is said, has written a memorandum to ac- 
company the bill to Albany. Neithel” Mayor 
Wurster nor Mr. Burr would discuss the 
question.

WAsHINGTON, April 9.—While there are 
some indications in the Naval bill, as re- 
ported in the House, that ine spirit of re- 
sentment toward the Navy Department 
that last year resulted in its deprivation 
of some things offered by the House in the 


Appropriation bill, the bill has not been 
so much shorn as it was a year ago. 

The number of battle ships remains as it 
was fixed by the House, but the number 
and cost of the torpedo boats is reduced. 
There is also a provision that suggests a 
dicker, requiring that not more than a 
certain number of new vessels shall be built 
in one year. 

Mr. Gorman has not yet secured the re- 
jection of the provision to supplv the aux- 
iliary cruisers with armaments. It was un- |, 
derstood last year that his objection to 
that item was that it would keep the ord- 
nance yard at Washington supplied with 
work, while Mr. Gorman, who was dissat- 
isfied with the amount of patronage ac- 
corded to him in the Washington yard, was 
determined that there should not be em- 
ployment for the artisans selected by some 
one else. 

The bill might be worse, and it may not 
be so bad before it becomes a law. 

In the amendment relating to torpedo 
boats, the Senate bill, instead of providing 


for five boats capable of attaining a speed 
of 26 knots, calls for three torpedo boats 
which will in reality be tornedo-boat catch- 
ers, with a maximum speed of not less than 
80 knots an hour. In place of ten or more 
torpedo boats to cost not exceeding $800,- 
000, and to have the highest practicable 
speed for vessels of their class, the Senate 


‘has substituted a provision for “‘ not to ex- 


ceed ten to do boats, to cost in all not 
exceeding $500,000, and to have the highest 
practieable speed for vessels of their class. 

A proviso is also inserted as» follows: 
* And not more than two of said battle- 
ships and not more than three of said tor- 
pedo boats shall be built in one yard or by 
one contracting party, and in each case the 
contract shall be awarded by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to the lowest responsible 
bidder.” 

The House proviso requiring one of the 
battleships to be built on the Pacific coast 
is restricted by a provision that in order 
to do so it must be constructed at an addi- 
tional cost not exceeding 5 per cent. of the 
lowest bid. for the three other battleships 
authorized. The time within which the 
contracts for these vessels shall be made is 
extended from to 120 days from the 
passage of the act. 

The Secretary of the Navy is also au- 
thorized to contract for the building of two 
submarine torpedo boats of the Holland 
type at a cost not exceeding $175,000 each, 
those boats to be constructed and delivered 
within four months from the date of the 
contract, provided that the Holland boat, 
now being built for the department, shall 
be accepted as fulfilling all the requirements 
of the contract, but no action shall be 
taken until the Holland boat, now being 
built, shall have been fylly tested, to the 
satisfaction of the Secretary of the Navy 
and accepted. 

Authority is given in another amendment 
for the ye oy! of the Navy to cause 
one of the six , ay composite gun- 
boats, authorized by the Naval bill for the 
current fiscal year, to be built and fur- 
nished for a training ship for the use of the 
AnnapoHs Academy. 

Among the more important additions to 
the bill is one providing for beeping methods 
of throwing high explosives ffom guns on 
board ships with the ordinary velocities. 

To the apprcpriation of $250,000 for re- 
serve guns for auxiliary cruisers is added 
a proviso that the Secretary of the Navy 
may, in his discretion, purchase by contract 
all or any part of such guns. For purchase 
of land adjoining the Port Royal naval sta- 
tion $5,000 is appropriated. 

The appropriation of $7,500 for the pre- 
limina work toward the construction of 
a ‘‘model tank” for the use of the Bureau 
of Construction and Repairs, is stricken out. 

A number of the provisions in the House 
bill relative to the marine corps have been 
eliminated from the Dill as reported to the 
Senate, among the more important being 
the following: Pay of 10 Sergeants, 40 Cor- 
porals, 12 drummers, 12 fifers, and 426 pri- 
vates, to be enlisted in accordance with 
existing law, and the appropriations for 
their provisions and clothing, $74,560; also, 
the provision that hereafter officers of the 
marine.corps traveling under orders without 
troops shall be allowed the same mileage 
as is now allowed to officers of the navy 
traveling without troops. 

The bill as reported by the committee car- 
ries a total reduction of $482,957, ane a to- 
tal increase of $65,200, making a net reduc- 
tion of $367,757. The estimates for 1897 
were $29,313,166, and the House appropri- 
ated $31,647,239, whcih was reduced by the 
Senate to $31,279,482. 





TO PROMOTE GEN. MILES. 


House Military Committee Files a Fa- 
vorable Report. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—Mr. Bull of Rhode 
Island, the Chairman of the House Military 
Committee, filed to-day the majority report 
on the Hardy joint resolution which pro- 
motes Major Gen, Miles to the rank of Lieu- 
tenant General. 

The report refers to the action of Con- 
gress in conferring this grade upon Major 
Gen. Schofield, and states that the army, 
since 1849, has been almost continuously 
commanded by either Lieutenant Generals 
or full Generals, and that the pending 
measure will not increase the number of 
general officers. The resolution was intro- 
duced, the report declares, in response to 
a widespread demand from the various or- 
ganizations of men more or less closely 
identified with the volunteer army of the 
late war. 

“Copious as is the official record of 
Gen. Miles’s. service to his country,” it 
continued, ‘“‘there is not upon it a single 
blot, not a line which will not bear the clos- 
est scrutiny. It is not on record that Gen. 
Miles ever fell short of expectation, but 
that he often so far surpassed it as to call 
forth expressions of unstinted praise,’’ 

The report then sketches his career, from 
his first enlistment in the army down to 
the present period, and asserts that his suc- 
cessive promotions from the rank of a Lieu- 
tenant to that of a Major General of Vol- 
unteers were in response to a demand on 
the part of his superior officers, who per- 
monrr witnessed his deeds of valor on the 

eid, 

It shows alwo that he was engaged in 
every battle of the Army of the Potomac, 
with one exception, and that he was then 
absent on account of wounds received in 
battle. 

He was four times wounded, thrice badly. 
His services during the _ reconstruction 
period in the South as well as the duty 

erformed by him subsequently in the West 

s favorably comment upon, and high 
praise is accorded him for the administra- 
tive, judicial, and executive abilities dis- 
mare by him. 

e report, in conclusion, states that the 
committee deems the rank of Lieutenant 
General the most appropriate title for the 
General commanding the army in a nation 
of this magnitude, the army! now number- 
ing 25,000 men. In case of war, by fillin 
up the companies and regiments, it woul 
be more than double that number.

reciprocal and equivalent concessions may 
be secured in favor of the products of the 
farms, forests, fisheries,- mines, and manu- 
factories of the United States. The bill 
authorizes the President, when discrimina- 
tions are made against this Government by 
foreign countries, to refuse to enter into 
reciprocal commercial agreements, and to 
issue proclamation thereof, whereupon the 
highest rates of duties imposed in any of 
the tariff laws that have been in force since 
January, 1860, shall be enforced in all par- 
ticulars. 

The bill, as explained by its author, ap- 
plies to countries whose exports are 
greater than their imports from _ the 
United” States; whose chief articles 
of import are imported free; whose 
exports are admitted into the United States 
at an average rate of duty, lower than the 
average rate of duty imposed upon the 
United States by their customs tariffs; 
those imposing higher rates of duty upon 
the products of the United States than 
are imposed upon the same products of 
other nations, and those which impose re- 
strictions obstructing the expansion of our 
commerce. 

The bill contemplates no reduction in the 
duties now charged upon imported mer- 
chandise by the laws of the United States, 
and, says its author, ‘‘as Mr. Blaine ad- 
vised, it proposes to ‘ use the tariff to trade 
on,’ and ask our foreign neighbors to adopt 
the golden rule in commercial reciprocity.’’ 





THE NEW SHIP CANAL PROPOSED. 


A Hearing by the House Committee 
on the Plans of the Projectors, 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—The House Com- 
mittee on Railways and Canals to-day heard 
arguments in support of the bill to in- 
corporate the Lake Erie and Ohio River 
Ship Canal. 

George A. Kelly of Pittsburg, President of 
the company requesting incorporation; John 
E. Shaw’of Pittsburg, its Secretary, and 
W. 8. Shallenberger of Rochester, Penn., 
one of the Vice Presidents, spoke on the 
project. Mr. Kelly explained its object. 
The canal is to begin near Pittsburg, and 
extend to the headwaters of the Ohio 
River, near the junction of the Monongahela 
and Mahoning Rivers. 

In speaking of the advantages of the pro- 
posed waterway, he said that it would fur- 
nish cheaper ores and cheaper food products 
to the great manufacturing districts reached 


by the canal. It would furnish cheaper fuel 
and thereby lessen the cost of living and 
manufacturing in all the great lakes dis- 
trict. It would afford a cheaper avenue of 
commercial communication and interchange 
of products betwen the great lakes district 
and the States reached by the Ohio and 
Mississippi Rivers, and seaboard cities. It 
wovyld also provide means for National de- 
fense in time of war, and would make Pitts- 
burg a lake port. 

Mr. Shaw spoke of the commercial de- 
mand for the canal, and presented carefully 
checked statistics over the proposed route, 
indicating a tonnage at present of not less 
than 7,000,000 tons of iron ore, 7,000,000 
tons of coal, 2,000,000 tons of coke, 1,000,000 
tons of heavy manufactured products, 
1,500,000 tons of limestone, lumber, and gen- 
eral merchandise, making a grand total of 
18,500,000 tons. 

Gen. Abbott, chief consulting engineer, 
and Col T. P. Roberts, Chairman of the 
Engineering Committee, touched on the en- 
gineering features of the project. 


Bill to Admit 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—The House Terri- 
tories Committee to-day, by a vote of 6 to 
4, ordered a favorable report to be made on 
the bill admitting New-Mexico to State- 
hood. Mr. Owens of Kentucky offered an 
amendment postponing the election of the 
first State Legislature until 1898, the pur- 


pose being to delay the election of United 
States Senators to a subsequent period, but 
this was rejected, as was also an amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Taft of Ohio to report 
Lee bill to the House without recommenda- 
tion. 

It was Mr. Hadley who prevented a favor- 
able report on the Arizona bill. Mr. Had- 
ley stated that his action in voting to ad- 
mit Territories would be based upon the 
ratio of their population, and, as Arizona 
did not have, in his opinion, the number of 
inhabitants requisite for Statehood, he 
would be compelled to vote against it. 
Under these circumstances Mr. Murphy, 
the delegate from Arizona, deemed it ad- 
visable not to press the matter further at 
to-day’s meeting.

Want Navy Yards Investigated. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—James O’Connell 
of Chicago, Grand Master of the Interna- 
tional Machinists, and Samuel Gompers of 
the Federation of Labor, to-day addressed 
the naval Sub-Committee on Yards and 
Docks in support of the resolution of Mr. 


Oteyr of Virginia, providing for an investi- 
gation of the treatment of mechanics at the 
navy yards, especially the Brooklyn Yard. 
The resolution charges that mechanics af- 
filiated with the Federation of Labor do 
not receive fair and proper treatment in 
navy yards and arsenals. This they held 
to be true, stating that the system of ap- 
pointments and dismissals was radically 
wrong and against labor. They spoke of 
the tyranny and use of power by officials 
at yards and stations and urged the com- 
mittee to fully investigate the matter. 


Congressional Doings. 


—The Senate yesterday passed seventy- 
five pension bills within an hour. Among them 
were the following: Increasing to $50 a month the 
pensions of the widows of Lieut. Commander 
Rhoades, United States Navy; Col. Black, Maj. 
Gen. M. B. Leggett, Major Barnard, (of the Mex- 
ican War,) Chief Engineer George Sewell, United 
States Navy, and Lieut. Col. Slocum; granting 
pensions of $100 a month to Brevet Major Gen. 
Cooper; $75 a month to Gen. Oliver P, Gooding, 
now am inmate of St. Elizabeth's Insane Asylum, 
Washington, D. C.; $75 a month to the widow 
of Major Gen. Stoneman; increasing the pen- 
sions of Major Gen. H. Julius H. Stahl to $100 
a month; of the widow of Admiral Leroy, United 
States Navy, to $100 a month, and granting a 
pension of $75 a month to the widow of Rear 
Admiral Fyffe.

Ohio,) in the course of the diseussion said that 
while this Congress would not enact any legis- 
lation intended to Improve the condition of labor- 
ing men in this country, he was certain that 
the House would not pass a bill which laboring 
men believed would tend still further to increase 
Jer distress and discomfort of any portion of their 
ellows. 


—The Fortifications bill will be laid by 
the sub-committee before the full Appropriation 
Committee of the House to-day. It will carry a 
large apprepriation and provide in such a liberal 
manner for the purchase under contract of sites, 
guns, &c., that if it shall pass the War Depart- 
ment will be able to enter at once upon an exten- 
sive system of coast defenses. 


—The House Committee on Labor yes- 
terday heard arguments by James O’Connell of 
Chicago, Grand Master of Machinists, and Mr.

President Sir Charles Rivers Wilson 

Says that the Situation Is Very 
Satisfactory—He Has Faith in the 
Joint Trafiic and 
Hopes that the Canadian Pacific 
Road May Be Induced to Join It—

LONDON, “April 9.—A meeting of Direct- 
ors of the Grand»Trunk Railway Com- 
pany way held here this afternoon, Sir 
Charles ivers Wilson, the President cf 
the company, presiding. Alluding to the 


changes which had been made in the or- 
ganization of the company, Sir Charles 
urged that the Directors be allowed tirhe 
to put into effect the needed reforms which 
they had in view. The annual report was 
discussed and ‘adopted. 

President Wilson said that the board 
had nothing to complain of in regard to the 
volume of traffic, but, unfortunately, the 
freight rates were lower than they ever 
had been before. Reckless competition on the 
part .of the through lines in the United 
States, he said, had had its climax in a 
carnival of rate cutting, and the reduction 
et rates had caused a loss of revenue 
amounting to £80,000 during the last year. 
He expressed regret that the Canadian Pa* 
cific Railway had not joined the Tariff 
Association, but said that the committee 
of the association recently appointed in 
-New-York was still hopeful of inducing the 
Canadian Pacific and Norfolk and West- 
ern Companies to join. Among the im- 
portant steps the board had taken, he said, 
was to obtain the appointment of the Gen- 
eral Manager of the Grand Trunk as one 
of the receivers of the Central Vermont 
Company. The board had found upon tak- 
ing office that the Grand Trunk held $751,- 
0uU worth of the first mortgage bonds of 
the Central Vermont, and, as the affairs 
of that railroad were going from bad _ to 
worse, the board feared that it might be- 
come insolvent if it took this step. 

Since the report was issued, Sir Charles 
said, an arrangement had been concluded 
with the Canadian Pacific which would pre- 
vent the building of a line between Hamil- 
ton and Toronto. Both sides were anxious 
to avoid costly rivalry. Another transaction 
which had been entered into was the leas- 
ing of the small line to the St. Lawrence 
and Adirondacks on terms pine | were very 
favorable to the Grand Trufk. Eleven 
months, he said, had elapsed since the board 
went into office. He admitted that the 
shareholders had a_reasonable right to ex- 
pect a more definite”’opinion of the prospects 
of the company than had been given to 
them in October, and asked the sharehold- 
ers to consider the position of the board, 
which had succeeded to a damnosa here- 
ditas in the form of overweighted capital 
and the burden of affiliated lines, acquired 
at excessive cost. The shareholders, if they 
considered the extent and complexity of the 
system, would readily comprehend that 
progress must be gradual, and the efforts 
of the board to éffect reforms’ must have 
time to develop. Despite an unusually se- 
vere Winter, causing, for days together, a 
cessation of traffic, the earnings of the 
Grand Trunk had shown in the aggregate 
a steady increase over the returns of 1895. 

Another satisfactory feature was the im- 
provement shown in the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk line. There were two directions in 
which they must look to improve the finan- 
cial situation, namely, the maintenance of 
rates on a fairly remunerative basis and 
the reduction of the ratio of working ex- 
penses. The former, he said, could only be 
achieved by the loyal co-operation of the 
various competing companies forming the 
Traffic Association. The work of curtail- 
ment of expense lay with the board’s own 
administration of the affairs of the com- 
pany, to which the efforts of the board 
would be continuously directed. The share- 
holders, he thought, in judging the results 
of the management of the Grand Trunk 
ought to survey the conditions of the whole 
transatlantic railway system, ) 
adverse legislation, unsupported by public 
opinion, and suffering from the effects of 
bad trade and financial uncertainty, when 
they might congratulate themselves that 
the company had maintained its position. 

The attendance of Directors and share- 
holders was large, and the vote on the 
adoption of the report unanimous.

Fight over a Railroad Bill. 

ALBANY, April 9.—A breeze was caused 
in the Senate chamber to-day by Senator 
Cantor’s motion to reconsider the vote ad- 
vancing Mr. Cutler’s bill amending the 
railroad law relative to foreclosure and 
sale of railroad property under decree of 
United States courts or any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction. ‘‘ This bill is designed 
to cut off the judgment creditors of the 
Erie Railroad and to legalize the Erie re- 
organization. Many hundreds of thousands 
of dollars are involved. and will be lost if 
this measure succeeds. I have received 
letters from eminent lawyers in New-York 
and New-Jersey protesting against the bill,” 
said Senator Cantor. 

Senator Elisworth said the last section 
of the bill provided that the bill should not 
effect actions brought before April 1 to set 
aside any railroad mortgage foreclosure, 
and that the bill has not the object the 
Senator says. Senator McNulty said: ‘I 
have received many letters from leading 
lawyers protesting against the bill. I ask 
Senator Ellsworth to tell if this bill does 
~~ benefit the Erie what it is designed 
or.”* 

Senator Ellsworth made a long explana- 
tion of the bill, saying it was designed to 
permit the foreclosure of mortgages on 
railroads, not consolidated roads whose 
lines extended through several States. He 
denied that the bill had the object asserted 
by Senators Cantor and McNulty. Owing 
to the lateness of the hour, Senator Cantor 
did not press his motion, saying he would 
discuss the bill on third reading, to which 
order the bill was advanced. 


Bought by the Southern. 


The Southern Railway Company has 
bought, and will at once take possession 
of, the Knoxville, Cumberland Gap and 
Louisville Railroad, which extends from 


Knoxville to Cumberland Gap, Tenn., a 
distance of about sixty-five miles. The 
Southern has sold the Cumberland Gap 
Tunnel and connections to Middlesborough, 
Ky., to the Louisville and Nashville, with 
trackage rights reserved. By these trans- 
actions the Southern will obtain access to 
the important coal, iron, and other indus- 
tries of the Middlesborough region, and 
establish a junction for the exchange of 
business at that point with the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad Company. 

The last-named company has bought the 
Middlesborough Belt Railroad, which, to- 
gether with the Cumberland Gap Tunnel 
and that portion of the Knoxville, Cumber- 
land Gap and Louisville Railroad which 
now forms the connection between the tun- 
ngl and the City of Middlesborough, will 
be added to its main line. 


Sait to Cancel Land Grants. 

CHEYENNE, Wyoming, April 9.—Suit was 
commenced here yesterday by the United 
States against the receivers of the Union 
Pacific Railway Company and 250 citizens 
of Wyoming to effect the cancellation of 
Government patents to $1,000,000 worth of 
preperty held by the defendants. These 
patents were issued to the railroad com- 
pany for lands selected in lieu of lands 
claimed by the company to have been taken 
up within its twenty-mile limit grant after 
the filing by the company of its map of 
definite location of the line of its road. 
The claim of the Government is that a 
large area of land was selected by the 
company for lands to which claims of set- 
tlers had attached at the time of filing this 
map. 


Burlington Annual Report. 


Boston, April 9.—The forty-second annual 
report of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Railroad Company is published to- 


day. It shows a deficit on the main sys- 
tem over the 4 per cent. dividend paid of 
$232,362, as compared with a deficit the 
previous vear after a 4% per cent. dividend 
of $1,103,996. 

The deficit for the year was considerably 
reduced by the payment of an extra divi- 
dend of $490,189 by the Hannibal and St. 
Josevph Railroad Company. There was no 
increase in the capital stock, The nec debt 
dend of $490,188 by the Hannibal and St. 
construction, but for the first time prob- 
ably in the history of the road there was 
no change in the railroad mileage during 
the year, 


Selling Fraudulent Tickets. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—W. W. Marma- 
duke, a Washington ticket broker, was 


tried in the police court this morning for 
selling fraudulent railroad tickets, and was 
held for the Grand Jury. The evidence 
showed that the Baltimore and Ohio offi- 
cials suspected Mermaduke of doing that 
kind of business, und sent a colored man 
to this office to buy a ticket to New-York. 
The ticket was purchased and refused at 
the station gate, as the time limit had,ex- 
pired. The punch marks showing the limit 
of time in which the ticket might be used 
had been skillfully plugged up. The rail- 
road people claim to have been extensively 
defrauded in this manner.

POSTAL CLERKS CLASSIFIED, 


Postmaster General Wilson Approves 
the New Bill for This Purpose. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—Postmaster Gena 
eral Wilson to-day returned to Mr. Loud, 
Chairman of the House Committee on Post 
Offices and Post Roads, the bill for the 
classification of Post Office clerks, with a 
favorable report, but suggested several 
amendments to it. The Postmaster General 
indorses the bill because it is for the good 
of the service, can be put into operation 
without additional expense, provides for the 
proper classification of the clerks and their 
promotion from one class to another, and 
grades their salaries so that efficient clerks 
can be properly compensated for their work. 
work. 

It is believed that this bill will do much 
toward putting the clerks on a better foot- 
ing. The bill was introduced by Mr. Sperry: 
of Connecticut. It was carefully reviewed 
by the officers of the department who have 
the closest relations with the clerks, and 
the report of Mr. Wilson sent to-day was 
prepared with ntuch care. As the biil orig-| 
inally was prepared by the clerks, it ought 
now to be satisfactory to both sides. An 
attempt was made some years ago to class- 
ify the clerks, and a bill was passed and 
is now in effect, which purports to classify 
them; but neither the clerks nor the de- 
partment was satisfied with the bill or 
with its operations.

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CARRYING OUT TRE SCHEME. 


Everything thus far done under the 
Raines liquor-tax law is clearly in pur- 
suance of the “ intent” of those who 
framed that remarkable statute to take 
the liquor business “‘ out of politics ”’ lo- 
cally and to put it into State politics, to 
be used “ for all it is worth” for the ben- 
efit of the party having control of the 
State administration. Everybody con- 
cerned, including the Legislature and the 
Governor and a majority of his Civil 
Service Commission, has yielded to the 
Platt machine in this matter. 

The LYMAN 
State Excise Commissioner was accepta- 
ble to Piatt, and well it might be. On 
the day he was confirmed and before the 
Senate had acted he was down here con- 
sulting the “ boss” and making himself 
acceptable by whatever assurances were 
required. The deputies thus far appoint® 
ed have been selected by the machine, 
which had better representative in 
this city than GrorGE HILLIARD. The 
sole end of public office in his mind is 
the service of party and the division of 
spoils. It is evident that the special 
agents are to be picked out by the poli- 
ticians of the Platt machine, and the 
twelve in this city have been already as 
xocd as appointed. They have been 
“named,” not by the State Commission- 
er, who is to appoint them, but by the 


as 


appointment of Mr.

men whose orders he is to take, although 
they must go through the form of a non- 
competitive examination prescribed by 
the State Civil Service Commission, which 
can be depended upon to make it easy to 
*pass’’ the selected persons. 

The placing of these agents in the non- 
competitive schedule is an evasion, if not 
a direct violation, of the State Constitu- 
tion, which requires all appointments to 
the civil service to be made “ according 
to merit and fitness, to be determined, 


so far as practicable, by examinations, 


which, so far as practicable, shall be 
competitive,” but the evasion has been 
carefully prepared for. First, the law 


declared that the special agents should 
be ‘‘ deemed 
Commissioner,” though there is nothing 
their prescribed duties which can 
properly give them thet relation. It is 
only as political agents that their serv- 
ices can be truly “ deemed” confidential. 
Their virtual designation beforehand by 
local politicians is a cynical comment 
upon their confidential relation to the 
Commissioner. Mr. LYMAN tried to bol- 
ster up the legal designation by deciding 
to require them to give bonds “ condi- 
tioned for a faithful performance” of 
their duties, as the law authorized him 
to do. There is no more reason for re- 
quiring such & bond of these agents than 
of any other petty office holder who is 
under no financial trust or responsibility, 
and the bond will be of no value for its 
nominal purpose. It may be intended to 
secure fidelity to the machine in the per- 
formance of political duties and a proper 
“divvy’”’ of the proceeds of inspecting 
liquor saloons. 

It is said’ that these men will be on the 
same footing as to examinations with the 
local Inspectors of Excise Boards under 
the old law, but these were on an im- 
proper footing in being exempted from 
competitive examinations, and their char- 
acter and conduct as we know them were 
the result. Doubtless the same kind of 
men are wanted for the same kind of 
work on a larger scale. A mere pass ex- 
amination will not stand in the way of 
appointing exactly the men desired by 
the machine. It might be something of 
a test of merit and fitness if made suffi- 
ciently exacting and if the Commissioner 
were required to submit several names 
for each place to be filled and to appoint 
the person passing the best examination, 
but the Civil Service Commission, which 
Gov. Morton has made so accommodat- 
ing, is net likely to put that obstacle in 
the way. 

There is absolutely no reason why it 
is not “ practicable’”’ to subject these ap- 
pointments to competitive examination, 
and the requirement of the Constitution 
in that regard may yet be enforced if the 
proper steps are taken. But in the mean- 
time the purpose of using the Raines law 
in the service of the party machine ts 
made more evident every day. It will 
doubtless help the machine in the control 
of caucuses and in making nominations,

THE SILVER STATES. 

If any procedure of the present Con- 
gress could still excite astonishment, it 
would be astonishing news that a major- 
ity of the House Committee on Terri- 
tories has determined to report favorably 
upon the admission of New-Mexico to 
Statehood, and that the prospects are 
considered to be favorable for like action 
in the case of Arizona. If there were 
any political end to be attained by ad- 
mitting these inadequate and fargely un- 
desirable populations; we could under- 
stand that any appeals to Congress not 
to subject the status of Statehood to any 
further indignity and not still more to 
degrade the Senate of the United States 
would be quite thrown away. But the 
Republican Party as well as the coun- 
try has had an impressive object lesson 
in the folly of admitting ‘these unpre- 
pared communities. They are neither 
Republican States nor Democratic States, 
but “silver States,” and they have not 
only shown themselves prepared to dis- 
locate the business of the country and to 
degrade its standard of value for the 
sake of making for a short time an 
artificial price for their product, but their 
Senators have “held up” a piece of 
purely partisan legislation, and have 
shown a disposition to levy blackmail 
upon the Republican Party as well as 
upon the country at large. 

After the action of the Republican 
Party, intended solely to keep the Re- 
publicans in power and the Democrats 
out of power has thus returned to 
plague the inventor, it might be ex- 
pected that Republican legislators would 
be very chary of letting in any more com- 
munities with the power to each to send 
Senators to Washington from less popu- 
lation than is entitled in the real States 
of the Union to send a single Repre- 
sentative. The disproportion in Con- 
gress is even less marked and perhaps 
less dangerous than the disproportion 
in the Electoral College. We give a 
table of the silver States, showing how 
many votes are required in each of 
them, and in an average of all of them, 
to choose an Elector. The figures are 
from the census of 1890:

It thus appears that these nine States, 
with a total population about equal to 
that of the City of New-York, are ena- 
bled to choose more Presidential Electors 
than States which contain twice their 
population. That wretched miscarriage 
‘of a Commonwealth, Nevada, which con- 
tained in 1890 fewer people by 15,000 
than it contained in 1880, is not only able 
to keep two Senators at Washington, of 
whom one takes up about ten times his 
numerical share of the attention of that 
body, but it can cast three Electoral 
votes for a population not numerically 
competent to elect a third of a single 
Representative. 

In order to show how grievous are the 
anomalies already created by the Repub- 
lican Par,y, we add another table show- 
ing the population, the Electoral votes, 
and the ratio of five of the most popu- 
lous and highly civilized States of the 
Union:

From a comparison of the two tables 
it will be seen that, on an average, a cit- 
izen of one of the silver States has twice 
and a half the voting power, in respect 
to the election of a President,-of a citi- 
zen of one of the older States, while in 
detail the comparison amounts to a scan- 
dal. <A citizen of Montana has almost 
four times as much influence in determin- 
ing a Presidential election as a citizen 
of New-York, a citizen of Idaho almost 
six times as much, a citizen of Wyoming 
more than eight times as much, a citizen 
of Nevada more than ten times as 
much, The combined Electoral votes of 
these niné communities of which the citi- 
zenship is so much watered can swamp 
in the Electoral College the vote of Ohio 
or the vote of Illinois, either of which has 
more than twice the population of the 
whole nine. 

Is it not time that we should call a 
halt? Would it not be a very moderate 
requirement that a Territory, to be ad- 
mitted to Statehood, should be entitled 
by its population to elect two Representa- 
tives before it should be entitled by the 
power of Congress to elect two Senators?

THE DOCK IMPROVEMENTS. 

The Mayor yesterday decided to return 
to the Legislature with his approval the 
bill authorizing the issue of bonds for 
dock improvements. We do not see how 
he could have done otherwise in view of 
all the facts. The bill was carefully 
drawn. The improvements which it au- 
thorizes are not only needed by the city, 
but have been needed for many years. 
They are not a thing apart, but are need- 
ed to complete proper provision for th 
commerce of the city. The money to be 
spent upon them is in reality an invest- 
ment and will not add a dollar to the 
burden of the taxpayers, while wits ex- 
penditure will directly increase the as- 
sessed value of property and thus add to 
the financial resources of the city. 

Nor is this the only distinctive feature 
of the expenditure authorized by the bill. 
As fast as the docks are built they will 
be leased without difficulty for a rental 
amply ufficient to pay the interest on 
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tration falling upon the city. If that is 
not a good business operation, we are at 
a loss to. think what would be. If a 
great business corporation saw a means 
of expending money under such condi- 
tions, its officers would be guilty of neg- 
lecting, even of betraying, its interests if 
they did not promptly borrow the money. 
And so far from injuring the credit of the 
corporation by doing so, they would actu- 
ally strengthen it. Controller Fircu, as the 
head of the Finance Department of the 
city, does well to be extremely watchful 
as to its credit, but in this instance he 
certainly takes a view which is so nar- 
row as to be in effect perverse. Had his 
advice been followed and the bill op- 
posed, it would not have helped the credit 
or saved the resources of the city; it 
would have impaired both. 
ee 
BICYCLES AS BAGGAGE. 

The bill’ which has passed the Assem- 
bly and now needs only the signature of 
the Governor to become a law, putting 
bicycles upon the footing of baggage and 
requiring the railroads to treat them as 
such, is evidently in the interest of wheel- 
men. But it seems to be as much‘to the 
interest of the railroads, It is plain that 
a very great increase of passenger busi- 
ness is due to the increase of bicycling. 
Excursionists take trains to convenient 
starting points for an excursion by wheel 
or return by rail from an excursion be- 
gun on wheels, when otherwise they 
would not have become customers of the 
railroads at all. Obviously, it seems, it 
is to the interest of the railroads tc cater 
for their trade. Such opposition as there 
has been to the Armstrong bill has pro- 
ceeded -from the assumption that the 
railroads knew their own interests and 
would consult them in respect to the 
handling of bicycles without a positive 
statutory requisition. 

In respect to many railroads the as- 
sumption is quite ccrrect. They have 
been in the habit of doing for their own 
interests all that the Armstrong bill re- 
quires of them, and even more, their 
managers perceiving what a great ad- 
vantage it would be to them to become 
popular with wheelmen. There are, it is 
said, 135 American railroads which have 
done and are doing of their own accord 
what the Armstrong bill requires of rail- 
roads in the State of New-York. But un- 
fortunately there are also railroads in 
the management of which self-interest is 
not so enlightened as to perceive how ad- 
vantageous it is to a railroad to gain the 
favor of the wheelmen, and these roads 
have persisted in the penny wisdom and 
pound folly of making journeys over 
them as uncomfortable and undesirable 
for wheelmen as possible. It is for: the 
coercion of these roads that it has been 
necessary to pass a bill declaring that 
bicycles are baggage, which the passen- 
ger is as much entitled to have carried 
other baggage .of equal

free as any 
weight. A 

There can be no question of the reason- 
ableness of this proposition. A modern 
bicycle is much more manageable than a 
trunk, as well as much lighter, and with 
a very simple provision can be stowed 
away much more easily and so as to take 
up much less room. The wheels can be 
hung to the ceilings of baggage cars 
without interfering with the use of the 
floor or the body of the car for its ordi- 
nary purposes, while,a row of a dozen 
bicycles would weigh less and be really 
less of a burden in the transportation 
than a single Saratoga trunk fitted out 
for a Summer campaign. 

There is, in fact, no reason whatever 
why a railroad which 1s compelled by 
law to transport 150 pounds of baggage 
for each passenger without additional 
charge should take upon itself to discrim- 
inate against bicycles. The object of the 
bill which awaits the Governor’s signa- 
ture is simply to prevent this illogical 
and unjust discrimination, and it is to be 
hoped and expected that the Governor 
will give effect to this useful and needed 


act. 
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“ PLAGIARISM” IN THE PULPIT. 

The discussion that has sprung up 
around the distressing experience of Dr. 
MorGAN with his Easter sermon shows 
a curious range of feeling and of what 
must be taken as opinion on the literary 
ethics of preaching. What, by his own 
account, Dr. MoRGAN seems to have done 
is this: Being very tired from the work 
of Holy Week and unequal to the task 
of composing a discourse unaided, he 
read pretty carefully a printed sermon 
and then dictated to his secretary what 
he afterward delivered on Easter Sunday. 
It appears from the passages reprinted 
from his sermon and from the one which 
he read before dictating his own that Dr. 
MorGAN’s memory is quick, accurate, 
and retentive, and that he embodied 
with a striking degree of verbal corre- 
spondence a considerable part of the 
printed sermon. , 

On this state of facts, which we believe 
no one disputes, views of different sorts 
have been expressed. Most of them have 
been distinctly unfavorable to Dr. Mor- 
GAN. It is said that he deliberately gave 
to his hearers the impression that his 
discourse was what it in reality was not 
and thus deceived and intended to de- 
ceive them. It is imputed to him as an 
aggravation of his offense that the ser- 
mon from which he “conveyed” was 
written by a Unitarian preacher, and the 
day selected for passing it on to an Epis- 
copalian congregation was peculiarly in- 
appropriate. It is added that Dr. Mor- 
GAN has expressed regret only for having 
allowed his sermon to be reported prac- 
tically verbatim, and while he pleads 
that this is the first time he has “ used” 
a printed sermon, and that he would not 
on this occasion have done so but for the 
mental and physical fatigue caused by 
the trying labors of the previous week, 
he does not seem, to regard his act as 
particularly wrong. 

As for the moral aspect of this unfort- | 
unate incident, it is plain that it concerns 
chiefly the co tion of Dr. MoRGAN, 
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able to settle it with their pastor in some 
way consistent with the mutual obliga- 
tions and rights of the respective parties. 
We do not see that the public has any di- 
rect interest in the matter, and, though 
no one can be prevented from criticising 
the preacher, outside criticism, so far as 
this phase of the subject goes, is irrele- 
vant and even impertinent. 

The doctor is not without his apolo- 
gists, who, while they do not exactly ap- 


prove his course, excuse it, chiefly on the- 


ground that his devotion to and capacity 
for his duties other than preaching are 
of such worth as to make this slip of no 
account, | ‘This represents a view not un- 
common in the Church of to-day and one 
that seems pretty steadily to be spread- 
ing. The tendency of Church work is 
certainly strong toward what may be 
called moral activity, and even preach- 
ing is directed, more than formerly, to- 
ward character and conduct rather than 
toward doctrine. The “ pudpit orator,” 
the “popular preacher,” the minister 
whose strongest claim to attention is elo- 
quence, is clearly less frequent, relatively 
to the growth of congregations, than he 
used to be. We have no means of draw- 
ing a safe inference as to how far this 
tendency has affected the beliefs of 
church mmbers or of church-going peo- 
ple, and we are not greatly interested In 
that question. But it is not without sat- 
isfaction that the lay observer may note 
that in this particular instance, when Dr. 
MoRGAN’s personality is brought into 
prominence, those who know him best 
and have the closest and most direct in- 
terest in him clearly think a good deal 
more of his fidelity and zeal and energy 
in his everyday work than they do of 
what his critics denounce as plagiarism.

REFERENDUM OF WHAT? 


A new Greater New-York bill with a 
referendum attachment was introduced 
in the Assembly yesterday. It is the 
third or fourth of the kind, and is pre- 
sumably intended as one more obstruc- 
tion to consolidation. 

That is probably all that these referen- 
dum bills are offered for, because what 
they propose is simply absurd. This one, 
for instance, declares that the consolida- 
tion provided for shall not take effect 
unless “‘ the charter drawn by the here- 
after named commission shall be ap- 
proved by a majority of those entitled to 
vote upon it ’’—not a majority of the vote 
cast, but a majority of the persons en- 
titled to vote, who might in fact not vote 
on the question at all. 

But the idea of voting for the “ char- 
ter” is ridiculous. What is the charter 
of this city now? It is known as the 
“ Consolidation act” and fills a volume cf 
more than a thousand pages. The num- 
ber of persons familiar with the details 
of this act is small and the nuniber ca- 
pable of mastering them in any moderate 
period is not very large. It is a codifica- 
tion and revision of a mass of legislation 
covering years. Who would wish to 
have its validity depend upon a popular 
vote? 

But suppose a charter presenting only 
a frame of municipal government should 
be submitted. Its merits could be judged 
only by those making a comprehensive 
study of the subject, and a vote upon it 
would really have nothing to do with its 
merits. Such a vote would depend en- 
tirely upon the sentiment for and against 
consolidation. It would in effect be a 
vote upon the question of consolidation 
and would be for it or against it, accord- 


‘ing to the prevailing sentiment upon that 


question and without regard to the wis- 
dom of the proposed charter, which com- 
paratively few people would understand. 
It would, in fact, be a mere resubmission 
of the old question in its effect. 

The process of legislation on this sub- 
ject would probably be an extended one, 
and whatever charter or frame of mu- 
nicipal government might be adopted at 
first, with or without a referendum, would 
be subject to modification and new ad- 
justment until it was brought into com- 
plete form. It cannot be done by a sin- 
gle stroke of legislation. Shall every act 
and provision affecting the charter be 
submitted to a popular vote? Does any 
man of sense suppose that the problem 
can be worked out in that way? The 
referendum is nonsense, and those who 
are opposed to consolidation would show 
more sense as well as more honesty by 
taking their stand against it openly. If 
what they want 1s a resubmission of the 
main question, let them say so. Refer- 
endum on such a thing as a mass of 
statutes for the government of a great 


city is an absurdity. 
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If one only knew from whose coat it was 
that Mrs. JOHN FAWCETT was taking 
change when paralysis seized upon both her 
hands and put an emphatic veto upon her 
design, the Fall River dispatch which 
recorded this remarkable episode might 
have served a high and almost holy pur- 
pose, The accounts published only say 
that she went to a closet where the coat 
was hanging, and that she had just in- 
serted one hand in one pocket thereof when 
the blow fell.

The fact that 
she was seeking change in a coat would 
seem to indicate that the coat was hers, and 
not her husband’s, for men rarely carry 
change in coat pockets, and several, if not 
all, wives know enough about masculine 
habits to avoid any such mistakes. But 
then, neither are women accustomed to 
deposit cash in the pockets of any of their 
garments whatsoever. That makes what 
looked like a clue to the enigma wholly 
worthless, and again probability favors the 
retributory theory. It is to be remarked, 
too, that Mrs. Fawcrtr is very young, and 
has been married only since December last. 
She was, therefore, comparatively an ama- 
teur in change hunts, and even feminine 
intuition cannot in’ all cases replace the 
lessons of experience. On the whole, the 
item seems to be a safe one for hugbands 
to cut out and place casually in a work- 
basket or an upper bureau drawer. 
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Sumatra Dutch Garrisons Relieved. 


TuHp Hacue, April 9.—A dispatch from 
Batavia, Java, says that the beleaguered 
Dutch garrisons south of Grand Acheen, 
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Third Article. 


The most ambitious canvas in the present 
exhibition of the Society of American Art- 
ists is a large triptych, by Robert Van 
Vorst Sewell, entitled **‘ The Groves of Per- 
sephone,’’ hangmeg on the west wall of the 
first gallery, above the line, It is the most 
complete and thoughtful piece of picture 
making in the collection and, considering 
the difficulties of the problem that the com- 
position presents, it is far and away the 
most successful. Mr. Sewell has gone at his 
frankly, and with evident 
enthusiasm, evolving a worthy, intellig@nt 
result that deserves the most respectful! 
consideration. 

A group of three sleeping figures occupies 
the centre of the picture, one, quite nude, 
being in the immediate foreground, lying full 
length upon a luxurious growth of grass. 
All three are in shadow, caught here and 
there by flecks of sunshine. There is careful 
draughtsmanship, backed by training and 
knowledge, while the painting and model- 
ing are done with a certainty born of much 
study. Subtle relations of flesh tones under 
the diffused light of out of doors. are well 
preserved, while in line, mass, and disposi- 
tion of the color scheme, there is little to 
criticise. It may be objected that neither 
side piece has aught to do with the main 
panel, which is more or less true, though, 
if they accomplish nothing else, at any 
rate these additions do not certainly hurt 
the composition, which, but for them, 
might seem a trifle cut off. This, however, 
is but a detail, for the work is so healthy, 
so decorative, and so earnest a perform- 
ance. as to be weil worth careful inspec- 
tion. 

In delightful delicacy of color and har- 
monies of extremely high tones of flesh 
painting, Robert Reid has achieved a happy 
result in ‘‘ Opal,’ a girl full length before 
a fire, the glow of which catches on her 
limbs and body. In execution it is more 
comprehensible than recent efforts by this 
man; there is none of the harshness of 
piled-up pigment or of crude color to dis- 
turb the eye. Just what that effect of light 
is which gives such brilliancy and throws no 
shadows, is difficult to analyze, for it seems 
altogether a creation of the artist’s brain. 
One thing, however, is certain, the beauty 
of the figure has been caught, the drawing 
is delicacy itself, and the work is decora- 
tive. Another picture by this man is called 
“Autumn,” and represents a girl with an 
armful of flowers, coming across a field. 
There is over all a warm, golden light of 
much brilliancy, but the element of truth is 
lacking and the work is not convincing, 
albeit astonishly dexterous and personal 
in color. : 

David Walkley, whose name is unfamiliar, 
has a serious, effective interior, of some 
“Glass Blowers” (34) before the fire, with 
startling contrasts of light and shade. It 
is on conventional lines of composition, the 
subject rendering any very radical departure 
difficult, ‘but it is carried out with intelli- 
gent deliberation and an unusual amount 
of fidelity. Near by hang two heads, a 
“ Bacchante,” (26,) by George Maynard, a 
sensuous-looking type of splendid physical 
womanhood, and by Frederick A. Bridge- 
man, a woman with Oriental features, in 
evening dress, called ‘‘In the Conserva- 
tory.’’ Stanley Middleton contributes a 
modern, modish New-York girl, ‘‘Up to 
Date,”’ whose face, cleverly painted behind 
a veil, has much expression. Emil Carl- 
sen, better known as a painter of still life, 
in which few men surpass him, and occa- 
sionally seen in landscape, is represented 
this year with the figure of a young wo- 
man, in portrait pose, (20,) that shows him 
at less advantage than in other directions, 
though more or less interesting, all the 
Same. 

A personal rendering of a novel and orig- 
inal conception by Guy Rose, entitled 
“The Moth,” is daintily painted and quaint 
in idea. Upon a studio floor, in front of a 
fire, lies the figure of a nude woman with 
delicate, gauze-like wings. The light 
from the coals gives a weird con- 
trast to the figure, in an otherwise 
dark interior; there is excellent draw- 
ing, suggestive brushwork, and generally, 
the canvas is out of the ordtnary. Mr. Rose 
contributes a small landscape, already 
referred to, and an ‘* Annunciation,” 
equally delicate, but apparently more con- 
ventional, though it is hung so high as 


to make careful analysis impossible. 
There are a religious picture by Miss Ma- 


comber much on the order of previous 
work, “ Hail, Thou That Art Highly Fa- 
vored,”’ (2;) an interesting pastel, by Lydia 


Field Emmet, of a ‘“‘ Mother and Child’; 
a long canvas of a girl, in evening dres§, 
before ‘‘ The Mirror,’”’ and by Edward Bell, 
two colorful canvases. One of these is a 
group of young women in decorative drap- 
eries, dancing in a circle. The figures are 
gracefully arranged, the note is personal, 
and the effect is *tharmonigus. Equally so 
is Mr. Bell’s other composition, of a mother 
bending over a child, called ‘“‘The Sun 
Bath.” Three modest panels come from 
E. S. Hamilton. The more important, ‘‘ Twi- 
light,’”’ (129,) is hung too far up to study 
closely, though it looks attractive. One, of 
“Night,” is low in tone, and not without 
much poetic suggestion; the last is called 
“ Slumber,” (205,) and depicts a woman upon 
a couch with draperies of a rich orange 
color, and shows-an agreeable decorative 
rendering. 

A round panel by Henry Prellwitz, called 
“Dusk,” (62,) is a capital idea, admirably 
earried out, but in its character, treat- 
ment, and technique shows soestrong a 
sympathy with the work of Mr, Dewing as 
to lack the personal quality so desirable, 
which Mr. Prellwitz is surely not with- 
out. It is a scheme in tender twilight 
greens, delightful in its harmony and grace- 
ful in its arrangement. There is good stuff 
in the ‘“ Bernadette,’”’ by A. V. Tack, and 
but for a somewhat disagreeable technique, 
ability in a picture by Lilla Cabot Perry, of 
two girls, one with a ’cello, ‘‘In a Walled 
Garden.” 

The Breton peasant, never a too sym- 
pathetic model, in stiff, awkward coiffe 
and collar, with hard, blue robe of un- 
yielding stuff, has been made the most of 
by George M. Reevs, in two canvases 
here, wherein he has caught strong feeling 
of the sodden, brutish character of a race 
apart from the rest of the French. In 
both works, these peasants are draw- 
ing the national beverage of their coun- 
try, cider, and if Bretons must be painted, 
Mr. Reevs gives them in faithful portrait- 
ure. A dainty study of the head of a child, 
against a yellow background, is cleverly 
done in pastel, by Edith Mitchell Prellwitz, 
whose more important ‘‘ The Book and the 
Rose’’ has been previously commended. 
Sergeant Kendall sends a slight but dex- 
terous sketch of a sick girl, a clever study 
in white, called ‘‘ Convalescence,” and Will 
H. Low, in his “‘ Little God Pan,’’ has been 
more or less successful in all but the ren- 
dering of the effect of shadows on the nude 
figure of his model, that have far too inky 
a character. 

Mr. Gaugengigl, who, if we mistake not, 
last year made some notable departures in 
a somewhat broad, impressionistic way, 
returns this time to his more familiar, mi- 
nute manner, sending a small panel, called 
“The Minstrel,” Meissonier-like in general 
aspect and treatment. Childe Hassam, with 
his “‘ The Girl in a Green Gown,” conveys 
successfully an effect of brilliant sunlight, 
while Caroline T. Locke, in a ‘Study of 
a Young Girl in Pink,” worked out in 


pastel, has made a work ,very suggestive, 
despite its liny technique. .A “ Dutch In- 
terior,” by Ruth Sterling, is sober, and, 


barring a violent perspective, more or less 
just, and by Frank 8S. Herrmann, there is 
a naive little composition of the same land 
and people, ‘‘ Some One’s Coming.”’ Surely, 
Mr. Niemeyer has perpetrated a feeble joke 
on the jury with his “A Book,”’ for, out- 
side of a poster show, this canvas may 
not be taken seriously. 

Admitting the cleverness of August 
Franzen, his ‘‘ Tramp” is much too real- 
istic a canvas to live with, and though it 
may portray a phase of our civilization— 
or lack of it—it were better not painted. 
The cheerless Winter outlook, the hopeless 
American cottage, the wretched ‘“ Weary 
Walker,” are to the life—and more is the 
pity. It is all as distressingly ugly and as 
unattractive as may well be imagined, and 
has little or no raison d@’étre. William 
Howard Hart contributes a careful, faith- 
ful study, with just values of a delicate 
nature, of a woman in the hallway of a 
modern house. This he calls “ An Interior,” 
(218.) A small sketch of a young woman on 
a@ porch, by Herbert Denman, is refined in 
color, and a wood interior, with two fig- 
ures, in the court dress of two centuries 
ago, is Samuel Isham. It is painted 
solidly, with understanding and considera- 
ble charm of rich, quiet tonality. 

Well drawn and agreeable in color is a 
study in pastel, by George R. Barse, Jr., 
of ‘ Phryne.” The nude figure is modeled 
with intelligent comprehension, there is 
considerable harmony about the work, and 
no little thought displayed. Mr. Wiles, in 
both of his contributions, has inted with 
much simplicity and broad brush work,

—Crawford Marley, who has just died In 
New-Zealand at the age of eighty-three, is 
believed to have been the last survivor 


of those who had a ride on Stephenson's 
No. 1 engine when the Stockton and Dar- 
lington Railway was first opened. He was 
about thirteen years of age at the time, 
and, with two other boys, he went to see 
the “iron horse,” which was brought from 
Newcastle on a dray by eight horses. 
When the locomotive had been placed on 
the line, George Stephenson’s brother, Jo- 
seph, who was in charge of it, asked the 
lads to run to a farmhouse for some buck- 
ets, and the boiler wa® filled from a spring 
near at hand. The fire having been light- 
ed and steam raised, the boys, in return 
for their assistance, were invited to have a 
ride. ‘‘ That was,” says The New-Zealand 
Herald, “ nearly three-quarters of a century 
ago, and with Mr. Marley the last survivor 
of the first railway train has passed away.” 


—Roman Catholics have not been slow 
to avail themselves of their privilege of 
becoming graduates at Oxford and Cam- 
bridge. The Oxford Hebdomadal Council 
has granted a license to the Rev. F. 
Clarke, 8. J., to open a private hali, where 
it is intended to send a small number of 
Jesuit divines after they have gone through 
their novitiate at Manresa.

“LONDON, April 9.—A dispatch from Madrid 
to the Central News says that for a month 
the work of strengthening the defenses of 
the various ports has been carried on. Tor- 


pedoes have Been laid at the entrances of 
the harbors and elsewhere and heavy guns 
have been mounted in the forts. 

HAVANA, April 9.—The official news re- 
ceived here of the movements of the rebels 
shows that they intend to cross the Spanish 
trocha between Mariel and Majana, in the 
Havana Province. Small parties of rebels 
are reported to be reconnoitring the line 
near Artemica, and Gen. Arelas) with a 
column of Spanish troops. is pursuing them. 

The commandant at Batabano telegraphs 
that the rebels attempted: to attack that 
town last night. Col. Hernandez reports 
finding several small groups of insurgents 
near Gabriel, and other bands are reported 
on the Mi Rosa estate, west of Quivacan. 
All of the above-mentioned places are in 
the Province of Havana. 

The sentence of José Cabrea Roque, a 
member of Gomez's band condemned to be 
shot in the Cabanas fortress this morning, 
has been commuted to imprisonment for 
life. 

Maceo is now at Le Chuza. 

Gen. Arelas reports from the trocha, the 
fortified line across the island, that. while 
reconnoitring on the Carlota, Neptuno, 
and Jobo estates. he met a rebel party un- 


der Carillo, who intended to pass the line 
near San José. In the fighting that fol- 
rowed the rebels lost one killed, five 
wounded, and six prisoners. 

Insurgents have burned sixty-two houses 
and huts at La Salud, Province of Havana. 

Gen. Ochando, chief of staff, recently 
announced that Spanish columns would qgp- 
erate at night. The first report under the 
new order comes from the Commandante 
of the town of Aguacato, who arranged an 
ambush of 100 troops belonging to the Es- 
pana Battalion. A rebel party marched into 
the trap, and it is known that nine were 
killed. It is supposed that their losses 
were heavier than this. The troops lost 
One killed and five wounded. 





NO “ COUP D'ETAT ” CONTEMPLATED, 


The President Is Preparing No Sensa- 


tional Cuban Scheme, 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—A “coup d’état”’ 
is what the President is now accused of ar- 
ranging with Secretary Olney, and all the 
writers who are expected to find a new and 
startling phase of the Cuban situation every 
day are indulging in much conjecture as to 
what it will be and when it will be effected. 
About the most definite form the sensation- 
al talk is made to take is a prediction that 
an appeal is to be made to Spain io de- 
clare an armistice in Cuba and thereafter 
to consider a proposition to accord reforms 
to the insurgents. 

From well-informed Adminstration sources 
it is learned that the reports about a con- 
templated “coup d'état” are without 
foundation. The President is not engaged, 


alone or with Secretary Olney, in the 
preparation of any sensational declaration 
or demand. He is giving careful attention 
to Cuban affairs. He cannot entertain any 
such wild notions about reforms for Cuba 
as are enumerated in the story about: the 
demand he is to make, When the insurrec- 
tion broke out, as the readers of THE NEw- 
Yor« Times have been informed, Cuba and 
Puerto Rico were represented in the Cortes 
at Madrid by about fifty Cubans and Puerto 
Ricans. Through them reforms had been 
assured. The war stopped them, and until 
eace shall be restored it will be utterly 
mpossible for Spain to carry out any pro- 
gramme of civil relief. 

‘The President, as has been said in these 
dispatches, may have occasion to communi- 
cate with Congress upon Cuban affairs. 
Should he do so, in existing conditions, his 
message would be a conservative document, 
not more radical in its expressions than 
the celebrated messages of Gen. Grant on 
the same subject. The President has op- 

ortunities quite as full as those afforded 

y correspondents for the press to learn 
whether there is a government by the in- 
surgents, and his information supports that 
given by men of experience, sympathizing 
with the Cubans, who say they doubt the 
existence of an insurrectionary government. 

The Administration is aware that there 
is popular sympathy. with the Cubans. But 
the public feels none of the responsibility 
that rests upon the President to be sure 
that there is something to be recognized. 
He has reasons that can be stated for not 
at once according belligerent rights to the 
insufgents. The fact that Spain granted 
belligerency to the Confederacy early in 
the conflict between the North and the 
South does not appear to the President to 
be reason enough for him to appear to re- 
taliate now by according to the Cuban in- 
surgents the rights that they have not won 
clearly. 

Until Republicans jshall cease to assure 
the President that they voted for the Cu- 
ban resolutions from motives of political 
expediency, and not because they ¢onsidered 
them right or necessary, it is not likely 
that there will be any haste on the part of 
the President to carry out the advice of the 
Senate and the House.

The examination of ex-Secret Service 
Agent Stanley S. Bagg was resumed yes-

AMERICAN TRIED BY BOERS.

Cape Town, April 9.—Gardner Williams, 
an American, General Manager of the De 
Beers Mining Company, who was arrested 
at Kimberley March 5, charged with hav- 
ing supplied arms to the Uitlanders of 
the Rand to be used in their threatened 
revolt against the Transvaal Government, 
has been fully committed for trial. 

Mr. Williams said that the arms and 
ammunition were consigned to him at Kim- 
berley by the British South Africa Com- 
pany, with instructions to store them. He 
had done so, and had not removed them 
nor caused them to be removed. He was, 
however, aware that an official of the Brit- 
ish South Africa Company had ordered 
afterward that a portion of the military 
supplies be forwarded to Johannesburg. ~ 

The Government has seized the De Beers 
Mine, the sole owner of which is the Brit- 
ish South Africa Company. 

After a successful career at the University 
of California. Mr. Williams studied mining 
and engineering at the Freiberg (Saxony) 
School of Mines. He followed afterward 
the profession of mining engineer on the 
Pacific coast for a considerable time with 
great success. It was in i884 that he 
went to South Africa for the first time. 
At. Kimberley he became connected with 
the De Beers Mine, of which he took charge 
in 1887 as General Manager.

“Der Herr Senator” Performed with 
Admirable Skill. 

At the Irving Place Theatre there has 
long prevailed the highly commendable 
custom of taking it for granted that what 
people want is to see good plays well 
played, and only incidentally to see good 


actors acting well in plays. In accord- 
ance with this habit, the preliminary an- 
nouncements and regular advertisements of 
the house almost invariably deal with 
nothing except the title and story of what-

ever tragedy or drama or comedy or farce 
happens to have been chosen for’production 
during the current week. Occasionally, 
however, a distinguished actor comes over 
from the Fatherland, and then the new 
name appears on the programme, followed 
by the courteous words, “ als Gast.”” Even 
on such occasions there is no obvious de- 
scent to the “star” system, with the 
consequent injury to the performance as a 
whole and the sacrifice of its artistic pro- 
portion to the attainment of personal glory. 
The German playgoers talk about the 
visitor for a few days before his appear- 
ance or hers, and on the night of the 
début there is a hearty round of applause 
at the stranger’s first entrance, but except 
for that things go on exactly as usual. 
Nobody’s lines are cut, no scenes are 
elided, and a spectator who had not been 
informed that the regular company had re- 
ceived an increment would never suspect 
that he was witnessing an event at all 
momentous or out of the common. 

The truth of these statements was well 
illustrated and the merits of this manner 
of doing things were proved, last evening, 
when Georg Engels, an actor of note and 


reputation in Germany, appeared. for the 
first time before an American audience. ‘ He 

layed the title réle in Schiénthan and 

<adelburg’s delightful comedy, ‘* Der Herr 
Senator.” An audience large enough to fill 
the theatre completely had gathered to 
welcome him, and they did it with cordiality 
when, well toward the end of the first act, 
Herr Engels walked quietly upon the stage. 
There was no trace of a prepared entrance, 
and the play’s action was interrupted for 
only a few seconds. Just as soon as he 
could do so, the stranger from abroad 
stopped bowing to,;the applauding spectat- 
ors, and an instant later he had ceased to 
be Herr Engels and had become entirely 
and truly the great man of Hamburg, 
der Herr Senator,” one of the play’s char- 
acters, and nothing else. 

He is a man of medium size, with the 
true comedian face and the perfect self- 
possession and self-confidence that trained 
talents always give. His make-up was ad- 
mirable and ‘this manner perfect. The port- 
ly figure in its not too well fitting but ap- 
parently costly ‘black suit was exactly 
what one would expect a prominent man 
in a great commercial city to be. Erect 
and well preserved, but showing the first 
faint traces of approdching decrepitude, 
he typified success and respectability. From 
the obvious dark brown wig, contrasting with 
the thin, gray whiskers around the ruddy, 
round cheeks, down to the _ carefully 
polished shoes, there was_not a discordant 
note, nothing to hint that old Anderson 
was more or less than the product of busi- 
ness and the representative of the honors 
business can give. 

His acting was in exact keeping with 
this conception of the part. The part is in 
no sense a star réle. Three or four of the 
other characters are quite as important to 
the story, and have more to say in it than 
does the Senator. Herr Engels recognized 
this, and at no moment claimed for him- 
self more prominence than the authors in- 
tended to give the personage he portrayed. 
But, while thus preserving constantly the 
balance of the play, he none the less 
showed almost instantly, and emphasized 
during every moment he was'‘in view, the 
delicacy with which he can express minute 
shades of feeling and the forée with which 
he can demonstrate a passion. He had no 
opportunity last night to more than prove 
the possession of talent, a quick and wide 
command of stage devices and conventions, 
and an admirable regard for dramatic pro- 
orieties. The spectator understood this old 

enator perfectly, and could both admire 
and laugh at him. Under the pretension 
and tyranny, the intolerance and the nar- 
row-mindedness, were Keart and sense. It 
mae in no respect a great performance, 
but it was one practically perfect. 

“Der Herr Senator’’ has often been 
played here, and it is not necessary now 
to repeat that Anna von Romanowska does 
in the réle of Agathe the best work of 
which she is capable, and that it is work 
extremely good. Nor is it necessary again 
to praise the quiet humor of Rudolf Se- 
nius’s enterpretation of the rebellious son- 
in-law, the ludicrous dignity of Frau Hobel- 
mann-Teller, as the Senator’s wife, or the 
charm with which Anna Braga plays the 
incredibly innocent daughter. 

At the close of the last act Herr Engels 
was called before the curtain, and, in re- 
sponse to repeated demands, made an ex- 
ceedingly neat speech. ‘‘ When one has just 
arrived in a strange.land,”’ he said, ‘‘ where, 
as he knew, he was not only unknown, but 
was to be tried in the crucible of criticism 
of a cultivated audience, and finds such 
kindness and indulgence extended as you, 
my newly made friends, have given me, he 
need not say that he is deeply touched.

y gratitude, please accept my most heart- 
felt thanks, and may. my efforts merit 
your generous and stimulating reception. I 
was warned#yy colleagues who had appeared 
before you that I would meet a discriminat- 
ing public in America, but your boundless 
kindness has exceeded anything I had ex- 
pected.

Unalterably Opposed te Free Coinage 
and to Debasement of the Cur- 
¢ Yeney in Any Manner—Gold Mono- 
metallism the Only Thing to be 
Thought of by Patriotic Citizens— 


An Impressive Address by Con- 


troller Eckels. 


BALTIMORE, April 9.—The Maryland Bank- 
ers’ Association in convention in this city 
to-day adopted the following resolution: 


Resolved, That we are unalterably opposed to 
the free coinage of silver, and to every debase- 
ment of our currency, in whatsoever form it may 
be presented; that we firmly and honestly believe 
that the true interests of our country will be 
best served by its rigid adherence to the goid 
standard of value, the continuance of which not 
only preserves its financial integrity and the 
future welfare of its citizens, from the wage- 
earner to the capitalist, but will insure, through 
the prompt restoration of confidence,, that rapid 
development of its resources which will eventual- 
ly place it first among the commercial nations 
of the earth, 


Controller of the Currency Eckels com- 
mended the resolutions in an impressive ad- 
dress, in the course of which he said: 


The people of the United States ought to have 
the wry highest standard in a monetary sense 
that ‘the world knows of, or else we ought 
to cease proclaiming that here are to be found 
the most progressive people in the world. It 
ought to have the highest monetary standard 
which is known, or else cease boasting of its 
standing as a rival of, and as outstripping Eng- 
land and France and Germany, and proclaim 
that, instead of outstripping them, it ranks itself 
with the Mongolian. 

If we are to maintain commercial relations 
with the greatest people of the world, and if our 
preducts are to be sold to them and we are 
lo secure products from them, we must have, as 
a standard of value, not that which the law says 
is a standard of value simply, but we must have 
as a standard of value that which the com- 
mercial world recognizes as the only standard of 
Value. 

The fiat of the Government is one thing, actual 
value as approved of by the commercial world ts 
another, and In all the contests which have been 
witnessed from the first day that the first medium 
of exchange was invented until the present, the 
commercial world has been indifferent to what 
thé law has said, and has had as its sole rule 
and guide the value of the thing which is used 
as a standard of value and medium of exchange, 
and the record of the commercial world from the 
first duy until the present time is that no article 
has ever been used for a medium of exchange 
beyond the time when, as an article of com- 
merce, it also had the same value that it had as 
an article of money. 

Silver metal has passed from the world of com- 
meree as a standard of value, because the com- 
mercial world has set its seal of condemnation 
upon it, and all the laws placed upon the statute 
beok in Washington or in Westminster, or in Ber- 
lin, or in Paris, cannot reinstate it. ° 

The silver people in this contest will be~ beaten, 
though the struggle may be a prolonged one, and 
may be an expensive one—expensive, because 
the very fact that here and at home a serious 
suspicion that the standard of value which has 
been so long in vogue shall be changed is 
sufficient of itself to work the greatest harm to 
the business world. It will be beaten, because 
there never has yet been a contest before the 
American people upon any great question, wheth- 
er it was a question of morals or a question ot 
money, but that at the critical time, no matter 
how far the error may seem to have gone, the 
common sense of the American people asserted 
itself, and the right thing always prevailed. 

And so in this contest. Those who believe in 
the standard of value comporting with that of 
every other great people; those who believe in a 
dollar that without the flat of the Government 
is worth 100 cents; those who believe that the 
end and duty of government is not to undertake 
to create money, but simply to put its stamp 
upon that which the commercial world recognizes 
as money; when those who believe in that thing 
present their views intelligently to the great 
body of the people who are either indifferent or 
ignorant of the basis upon which the argument 
for sound money rests, you will see that the sil- 
ver cloud which hangs over the people to-day will 
disappear as did the greenback cloud, which was 
as threatening—yes, more portentous than this, 
because it was of itself strong enough to pass 
both houses of the Legislature and only found 
its death in the heroic act of President Grant. 

A free-silver act never can pass both houses 
of the American Congress at the same period, 
And if it did, the American people will never 
send to Washington, indorsed by ‘the vote of the 
people sufficient to elect, a President who would 
give official sanction to such an act. 

The Controller's address commanded the 
close attention of his audience. It fre- 
quently was interrupted by applause, and 
at its close the applause was hearty and 
prolonged.

Oscar Hammerstein Finds Place for 
Non-Workers on His Pay Roll. 


The theatre in Oscar Hammerstein’s 
Olympia, will become a place of vaudeville 
next Monday night, and in the Music Hall

will be the entertainers. That will be the 
arrangement for the rest of the season. 

Contracts made long ago—many of them 
before the building of the house was begun 
—helped to bring Mr. Hammerstein to this 
decision, but it was forced upon him by the 
quickness with which he produced “ Mar- 
guerite’’ and the favor the opera found 
with the public. 

Nearly a dozen performers from Europe 
have been on the salary list at the Olympia 
for a number of weeks.

Distribution of Free Seed. 


To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

Dear Sir: Under a recent provision by Con- 
gress each Senator and each Representative has 
recently had placed at his disposal 1,000 packages 
of vegetable seed, each package containing a 
choice assortment of some thirty varieties, used 
by the people generally; also 280 packages of 
flower seeds, put up in sets of five packets each. 

In every city of the land where a society exists 
for the improvement of the condition of the poor, 


through the tillage of vacant lots, prompt appli- 
cation for a fair share of these seeds should be 
made to their local Senator or Congressman, 
not only by the managers, but as well by those 
interested in said societies. 

After the allotments to our lawmakers have 
been met (they receive two-thirds of the total 
Government purchase) the balance is available to 
private persons on application to the Secretary 
of Agriculture, at Washington, and if the names 
and addresses of those deserving seeds are sent to 
that department by those interested, it is quite 
possible that packages of seed may be sent to 
the addresses given. The seeds are portioned out 
to meet individual necessities, and cannot be had 
in bulk. If any one desires to take advantage of 
the opportunity, it should receive prompt at- 
tention. 

What better use can be made of the Govern- 
ment’s generosity than to apply its bounty to the 
relief of those who are willing to till allotments 
in the endeavor to make some provision for their 
otherwise impoverished and helpless families?

In the Empire State the feeling in 
favor of local bodies is very strong, and the 
Executive Committee of the New-York Di- 
vision is now at work outlining a plan of 
organization that will be adopted in every 
important town in the State. 

Local bodies will be at once formed in this 
tity, Brooklyn, Albany, Amsterdam, Au- 
turn, Binghamton, Cohoes, Elmira, Glovers- 
ville, Hornellsville, Ithaca, Jamestown, 
[Lingston, Lansingburg, Lockport, Long Isl- 
znd City, Middletown, Mount Vernon, New- 
Ogdensburg, Oswego, Poughkeepsie, 
tiochester, Rome, Saratoga Springs, Sche- 
uectady, Syracuse, Troy, Watertown, West 
Troy, Yonkers, and sixty other plgtes 
{hroughout the State. 

Each local organization will be under the 
(rection of a Senior Consul, and it is be- 
licved that by August more than 100,000

The formation of these bodies will have 
in view the pushing of the work for im- 
proved roads,’ the construction of side paths, 
where this work may be pushed without

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POLITICIANS PUSHED THE BILL. 





County Leaders Said to Have Studied 
j the Merits of the Baggage Bill. 


The New-York Republican County organiza- 
tion has taken a more than active interest in the 
Armstrong Bicycle Baggage bill recently passed 
by the Legislature, and has rendered material 
aid to the League of American Wheelmen in 
bringing about the success of the measure. 
‘At various times within the last fortnight 
(dward Lauterbach, Cornelius VanCott, Fred- 
erick S. Gibbs, Abraham Gruber, and George R. 
Bidwell ‘have been seen in Albany urging the 
Progress of this bill, and it is believed that 
jthey, with other prominent Republicans, will 
unite in a request to the Governor that he 
give the measure his approval. 

It is said that the merits of the bill were 
fmmade the subject of careful inquiry by a com- 
mittee of the county leaders some weeks ago, 
and that facts were placed before them which 
Satisfied the entire cOmmittee that the passage 
of the Armstrong bill would bring direct bene- 
fit to a large number of wheelmen citizens with- 
out in any manner injuring the railroad cor- 
porations, and upon this showing the support of 
the organization was given. 

The passage of the Armstrong bill at Albany 
was the chief subject of discussion ;among 
wheelmen yesterday, and officers of the 
League of American Wheelmen were in 
receipt of many letters and telegrams 
of congratulaiion from all parts of the 
country; some, of them from railroad officials 
whose policy in ‘respect to the carriage of bi- 
cycles has been radically different from that 
some of the railroad companies 
fn this State. Regarding the approval of the 
bill by Gov. Morton, the prevailing opinion ap- 
ears to be that it will receive the Execu- 

ve signature within a short time.

—That new invisible bicycle brake which creat- 
ed so much telk at the Brooklyn cycle show is 
now being shown at, 140 Chambers Street, and 
many riders ave finding it a solution of the 
problem that has so long puzzled them. It con- 
sists practically of only a steel coil about the axle 
and a steel chain running from it to the handle. 
It weighs only a few ounces, and by slightly 
turning the grip a wheel can be stopped either 
very gradually or shortly within its own length. 
The Spencer Brake Company, which controls the 
device, is composed of New-York men who are 
prominent in other businesses. 

—The secret of the popularity of the wheel is 
not appreciated by the average layman untf{i he 
finds himself astride of one and subject to its 
magic influence. Its whole value seems to lie in 
the fact that the wheel has revealed to man that 
his natural powers of locomotion can be multi- 
plied. With the same amount of energy required 
to take one stride a rider on a seventy-gear bi- 
cycle can cover eighteen feet of ground—almost 
a realization of the magic power of seven-league 
bcots.

Fine Run ef the Meadowbrook Hunt 


Club at Hempstead. 


HEMPSTEAD, L. I., April 9.—After a lapse 
of ten days, cross country riding with the hounds 
was again resumed on Long Island to-day by 
the members of the Meadowbrook Hunt Club. 
The weather was all that could be desired. 
The sun shone bright and warm, which, to- 
gether with a souteasterly breeze, which blew 
across the Hempstead plains from the ocean, 
made it a perfectly ideal day for an exciting 
chase of ten miles across country after the 
elusive aniseed. 

A large field was out to-day. Fifteen were 
the saddle, of whom Mrs. James T. Ker- 
nochan, who rode the crack hunter, Retribution, 
was the only lady.

C. Hayes, Harry Hewitt, and the whips, Joseph 
Murphy on Kitty Farrell, and George Stone- 
bridge on Valentine. 

A number of the club members met at the club- 
house at 3:30 P. M., and then rode across the 
Hempstead plains for three miles to Island Trees, 
where the meeting occurred. The hunt party 
then rode toward Plain Edge, where cover was 
drawn on the edge of Hempstead plains, and 
where, after a brief search, the hounds picked 
up the scent and started off at a fast clip, 
giving tongue lustily at every jump. 

The trail led the hunt party in a southerly 
direction for two miles toward the great South 
Bay. Here the pack doubled and ran toward 
Smithville, south. The hounds then led the 
hunt party by a circular route across the Barnum 
estate to the property of the Hempstead farm, 
where the kill occurred, and the hunt party 
broke up.

She drove a superb sorrel 
to a cart, and although following the hounds by 
way of the nearby highways, was among the 
first in the finish.

New Grand Stand for Brighton. 


The Brighton Beach Racing Association has 
closed a contract with the Passaic Rolling Mil! 
Company of Paterson, N. J., for the erection of 
a new grand stand in place of the one destroyed 
by fire last Summer. It will occupy about the 
same site as the old one, but will be put back 
115 feet from the track, instead of 65 feet, as 
before, thus giving a much better space for spec-

It will be 
entirely open at the front, back, and sides, allow- 
ing a full sweep of the ocean breezes, which the 
old stand shut off.

Dane was second. A sabre contest between 
Georgiades and Karacalos was won by the for- 
mer, There were several gymnastic contests, in 
which Greeks carried off the honors. 

The city continues thronged with visitors, the 
places of those who have left being filled by 
newcomers. Among the strangers present. are 
many who have come from the Riviera. King 
Alexander, the young rvler of Servia, was again 
to-day an interested spectator of the games. A 
banquet in his honor will be given at the palace 
to-night, and there will be a repetition of the 
illumination of the Acropolis and the city, which 
for beauty exceeds anything of the kind ever 
seen here.

CASE OF MRS

SHE HAS BEEN A PRISONER SINCE 
SEPTEMBER OF LAST YEAR. 





Acctsed of Poisoning Her Mother— 
Unable to Get an Inheritance with 
the Indictment Pending—Another 
Appeal for a Speedy Trial—The 
Action of the Police in the Inves- 
tigations—What the Lawyers for 


the Defense Maintain. 


Mary Alice Almont Livingston Fle:ning, 
now the mcther of three children, has been 
in prison charged with matricide since Sept. 
%, 1895. On this date she attended the fu- 
neral of her mother, whom she is accused 
cf poisoning, and was taken into custody 
after the burial. 

The arrest. of the woman, the circum- 
stances attending the death of her mother, 
the peculiar lives of all those concerned in 
the case, and the fashion in which incrimi- 
nating testimony was accumulated by the 
police have elements rare in the history of 
celebrated crimes, so that public interest 
in the fate of the prisoner has been intense. 

It has been often asked why, if Mrs. 
Miemine is innocent, is she not free, and, 
if there are proofs of her guilt, why a trial 
has not been had. Another logical deter- 
rmination is based on the tacit admission of 
the authorities that they are still collecting 


threads of evidence to establish their con- 
tention of guilt, and it is that the time 
has long passed when a conclusion as to 


whether the District Attorney could hope 
for a conviction or should have declared 
the mystery fathomless. should have been 
reached. 


Recently Mrs. Fleming’s lawyers attempt- - 


ed to secure for her by litigation about $80,- 
00, to which she became entitled by her 
mother’s death. The charge of murder was 
found to be a bar to such acquisition. An 
acquittal or an abandonment of the prose- 
cution would put the defendant in full pos- 
Session of her inheritance. 

A crisis was reached in the case when, 
last Monday, counsel for Mrs. Fieming ar- 
gued for the trial-or release of their client 
before Judge Fitzgerald, who first commit- 
ted Mrs. Fleming, after a Coroner’s jury 
had virtually exonerated her. The Judge 
said that he would set the case down for 
‘April 20, when he would expect the people, 
4f a further delay was asked, to give excel- 
lent reasons therefor; otherwise he would 
take some definite action. 

Briefly told, the circumstances which led 
up to the crime were: The defendant, who 


is well educated, accomplished, gently 
reared, and of illustrious descent, had been 
wayward. She had never been married, 
but obtained a verdict for $75,000 from 
Henry Fleming, whom she sued for be- 
trayal. At the time of the death of her 
mother ‘she had two children. Her mother 
‘was a widow when she married Henry H. 
Bliss, a real estate speculator. They had 
two children, Henry E. Bliss, Librarian of 
the City College, and Fldérence Bliss. 

Henry H. Bliss obtained a limited di- 
worce from his wife several years ago, but 
he continued to maintain her. Shortly be- 
fore her death he began to live at the 
Colonial Hotel, One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth Street and Eighth Avenue. Mrs. 
Fleming had an apartment next to her 
stepfather’s, and he supported her and her 
children. 

Mrs. Bliss lived at 397 St. Nicholas Ave- 
nue with her son and daughter. They were 
at Point Pleasant Aug. 30, 1895, when 
she ate clam chowder and pie, said to have 
been sent her by Mrs. Fleming. Dr. W. F. 
Bullman found Mrs. Bliss alarmingly ill. 
The symptoms were of cholera morbus. 

An autopsy revealed gastritis due to some 
irritant. Druggist W. T. Scheele became, 
through the police, the expert chemist in 
the case. He said he found a peculiar com- 
bination of tartar emetic, arsenic, and 
Sugar, such as would suggest extreme fa- 
miliarity with poisons. Druggist - Scheele 
has been an expert in other cases, among 
them the murder of Maximilian Eglau, and 
.scieutific voucher for many stories in sen- 
sational newspapers. In .the Eglau case 
Coroner Fitzpatrick repudiated Mr. Scheele 
as authorized to find “‘ human and anaemic 
blood’”’ on scrapings from the shoes of 
William and James Fitzgerald. If a report 
in 3. newspaper to which Scheele contrib- 
uted is true, he found arsenic in sweepings 
taken from a room which Mrs. Fleming 
occupied, but which, after she gave it up, 
had been occupied by eight separate guests, 
and newly carpeted. 

The arrest of Mrs. Fleming as she re- 
turned from her mother’s funeral has been 
told, as well as the verdict of the Coroner’s 
ury, Sept. 10, and her committal by Judge 

itzgeraid that day. She was indicted Sept. 
il for murder in the first degree in having 
administered to Evalina M. Bliss “a large 
quantity of a certain deadly poison—a more 
particular description of the quantity and 
nature of the poison being to the Grand 
Jury aforesaid unknown and cannot now be 
ascertained.”’ 

The theory of the police was that Mrs. 
Fleming put poison in the chowder and 
= at the Colonial Hotel and sent them to 

er mother by the victim’s granddaughter, 
Grace Fleming, nine years old. On Sept. 
11 Grace was sent to the care of the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children on an affidavit by Capt. Thompson 
that she was a material witness, and might 
be tampered with. She has since been in- 
accessible except to the authorities. 

Mrs. Fleming recently gave birth to a 
child outside the Tombs and went back 
there. Her case was first set for the Oyer 
and Terminer, Oct. 1, then to the General 
Sessions, Dec. 31, and finally for the Su- 
ne pate Part I., Jan. 3. 

Mrs. Fleming’s interests are in t < 
of John C. Shaw, Charles W. Brooke ‘Gines 
Nathan, and Howard P. Okie, and they say 
that she cannot be convicted, as she is in- 
nocent. They claim many Strong points of 
defense, among them the treatment of Mrs. 
Bliss by Dr. Bullman for acute and cumu- 
lating heart trouble, and the admission of 
the police that they have not reached the 
source of the poison. 

The pivotal point of the case if it is ever 
tried, may be the expert testimony on path- 
ology and toxicology. The lawyers for the 
defense say that they will have an expert 
of the first class to confront Mr. Scheele. 
The prosecution claim to have called in an 
expert to fortify Scheele, but it is main- 
tained that they are bound to clash under 
cross-examination, and thus give comfort 
to the defense. Dr. O’Sullivan, who has 
been associated as a lawyer and a newspa- 
per man with Mr. Scheele, is said to have 
received a retainer from the Distritt At- 
e torney. Dr. O’Sullivan was, in the Buchan- 
an case, a partner'of Charles W. Brooke.

Among the jade, agate, amethyst, crys- 
tal, hardstone curios, and other ornaments 
of the period .of 1736-95 are finely carved 
white jade figure, five inches high; crystal 

aper weight, with carving of a dog, lapis 
azuli carving of a Chinese and dog, dark 
amber ornament of fruit and bloodstone 
carving of two birds. Then there are an 
amethyst cosmetic box in form of a toad, 
malachite cardholder, decoration of a but- 
terfly and scrolls carved in relief, together 
with a rich white glaze preseutation vase, 
decorated with palace and temple orna- 
ments.

ROBERT MACLAY TO THE MAYOR. 


He Gives His Views in Favor of Re- 
taining School Trustees, 


President Robert Maclay of the Board of 
Education sent to the Mayor yesterday an 
argument in favor of the present Trustee 
system in the schools that was made before 
the Committee on Cities in Albany March 
18. Mr. Maclay indorses the argument, and 


concludes his communication to the Mayor 
as follows: 

It seems to me that the present school sys- 
~tem is an ideal one, and right in line with the 
civil service reform that all good citizens have 
been laboring for for years. Now, let us look 
briefly at the civil service of the ‘*‘ compromise 
bill,’’ which bill does away with the School Trust- 
ees and provides for: 

First—The Board of Education as before. 

Second—The City Superintendent appointed as 
before. 

The City Superintendents examine candidates as 
before, and prepare an “ Eligible list.’’ Then 
this same board, which to this point has been 
performing entirely proper pedagogical duties, 
resolves itself into a board for the. selection 
of teachers. ‘They nominate teachers for appoint- 
ment to the Board of Education and the board 
appoints. After that the Superintendents promote 
teachers, regulate salaries, and grade of teach- 
ers, and remove teachers by a majority vote. 
(See bill, Section 26.) 

What kinj of civil service is this? A Board of 
Education making appointments of teachers 
from an eligible list prepared by its own creat- 
ures—the Superintendents. 

There is not a political party that would dare 
advocate the passage of a law embodying such 
civil service rules, the carrying out of which 
would prove the greatest farce ever presented 
on the political stage. 

“Furthermore,” says Mr. Maciay, “ un- 
der the present system it is imperative that 
the Inspectors sign each license to teach, 
This license is but provisionary, and liable 
to be revoked at its expiration if at that 
time the teacher upon re-examination is 
found unfitted for the services required of 
him or her. This provisionary license is con- 
tinued by the Superintendent until in his 
opinion the teacher is fully equipped for a 
permanent position. A permanent license 
once granted can only be revoked for cause. 
No such safeguards are provided for in the 
* compromise bill.’ ”’ 





A LABOR LEADER IN DOUBT. 


Mr, Trenor Knows Nothing of a Proc- 
lamation Bearing His Signature. 


In The Rocky Mountain News of April 5, 
published in Denver, Col., the entire front 
page is taken up with the signatures of 
prominent labor men attached to a long 
proclamation originally drafted in 1893, 
which culminates in the following resolu- 
tions: 

We demand of the present Congress the im- 
mediate return to the money of the Constitution 
as established by our fathers by r@storing the 
free and unlimited coinage of both gold and 
silver at the present ratio of 16 to 1, the coins 
of both metals to be equally full tender for 
all debts, public and private, as before the 
fraudulent demonetization of silver in 1873. 

We also condemn the increase of the National 
debt in time of peace, and the use of interest- 
bearing bonds at any time. 

Among the signatures to the resolutions 
are those of Samuel Gompers and Henry H. 
Trenor, who in 1893 was General President 
of the United Brotherhood of Carpenters 
and Joiners of America. 

Mr. Trenor said yesterday that the sig- 
nature was similar to his, but he could not 
swear to it. He said he had no recollection 
of the proclamation or the resolutions. 





A WOMAN CHECKED HIS HORSES. 


William Holmes Was Trying to Es- 
cape After an Assault. 


William Holmes of 77 Clark Street was 
fined $5 in the Jefferson Market Police 
Court yesterday for disorderly conduct. 
He had been arrested for assaulting John 
Larkin of 444 West Thirty-fifth Street, in 
Eighth Avenue, near Twenty-fourth Street, 
Wednesday afternoon, but Larkin did not 
appear in court to press the complaint. 

Holmes was arrested by Policeman Brown 
of the bicycle corps of the West Sixty- 
eighth Street Police Station. The policeman 
saw Holmes jump from his truck and, knock 
Larkin down, who is also a truck driver, 
and was standing at the head of his horses. 

Holmes returned to his truck, and was 
about to drive off, when a middle-aged, 
well-dressed woman ran into the street and 
held his horses by the bits until Brown 
could dismount from his bicycle and arrest 
the driver.

THE RESULT! OF HASTE. 





Repeal of a Chapter of the Statutes 
Gives Wholesalers Rights in Pro- 


, 
hibited Districts—Another Repeal 


Relates to the Construction of a 
Sewer—District Attorney's Office 
at Work—Test of Constitutionality 
of the Act Will Be Made To-day. 


Two more errors in the Raines law were 
pointed out yesterday by. close students of 
that measure. As neither of them seriously 
affects the operation of the law, it is quite 
plain that the errors are the result of un- 


due haste. 

In the schedule of laws repealed, Chap- 
ter 679 of the Laws of 1887 is among those 
repealed in their entirety. It so happens 
that this law is the only restraint against 
the selling of liquor in quantities of five 
gallons or more in districts where local 
option prevents a retail sale of liquor. The 
consequence of the repeal of Chapter 679 
of the Laws of 1887 is, therefore, to allow 
wholesale liquor merchants tg sell as freely 
in prohibition districts as in other parts of 
the State. 

Excise Commissioner Woodman called at- 
tention to a second obvious error. Chapter 
744 of the Laws of 1895, all of which is re- 
pealed by the schedule following the Raines 
law, relates to the authorizing of the con- 
struction of a main sewer in the town of 
Gates. This same error had already been 
pointed out in THE NEwW-YorRK TIMEs. 

Commissioner Woodman says that the 


law which Mr. Raines intended to repeal 
was Chapter 774 of the Laws of 1895. ‘his 
is an act to prevent Commissioners of Ex- 
cise from engaging in traffic in liquor or 
cigars directly or indirectly so long as 
they continue in office. As the Raines law 
legislated all Commissioners out of office, 
there was no need of cumbering the statute 
es with penal provisions directed against 
them. 

Acting District Attorney Vernon M. Da- 
vis said yesterday that his office was en- 
gaged in construing the provisions of the 
Raines law, so as to be ready to take a 
side when the first case under the new 
law came into court. 

The provision about keeping up shades 
and colored screens on Sunday has troubled 
the District Attorney’s office a good deal. 
It is easy to take down a screen when 
there is one, but what is puzzling the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office is what must be done 
if the barroom has no windows through 
which a policeman can look. The police 
want a very wide and searching application 
of this clause, especially in regard to ho- 
tels, where the bar is often in the middle 
of the house. The District Attorney’s of- 
fice will give what it believes to be the 
true meaning of this clause of the law as 
soon as a case based upon not exposing 
the interior of a barroom is brought before 
one of the higher courts. 

An afternoon paper yesterday quoted a 
member of the Grand Jury, now sitting, as 
saying: ‘‘ We want to find indictments for 
all violations of the law. The District At- 
torney, who prepared the evidence, wants 
us to make as many dismissals as possible. 
That is why the true bills and the dis- 
missals are ranging about even just now.” 
When this statement was shown to 
George Gordon Battle, the Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, who advises the Grand Jury, 
he said: 

“It is false to say that I want the Grand 
Jury to make as many dismissals as possi- 
ble. I have placed all the evidence that I 
could get before the members of the Grand 
Jury, and then I have advised them to the 
best of my ability as to what constitutes a 
crime and what does not.” 

A circular signed H. Lyman, Excise 
Commissioner, reached the local Board of 
Excise yesterday and warned it that a com- 
plete list of the licenses at present in force 
must be furnished to the new Deputy Ex- 
_ Commissioner for this city before April 
5. 

The same circular threatened each mem- 
ber of the Board of Excise with a penalty 
of $500 if he neglected to turn over all 
books, papers, and scrapbooks before the 
first day of next June. 

The Excise Board received this circular 
without a tremor. Commissioner Wood- 
man said that, pending a decision on the 
constitutionality of the Raines law, no ac- 
tion would be taken by the Board of Excise. 

The constitutionality of the Raines liquor 
tax law will be argued to-day in this city 
before the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court. The appeal in this case is brought 
by Frederick G, Einsfield, a saloon keeper, 
who wished to have his license renewed for 
a year by the Board of Excise after the 
Raines liquor tax law had been signed by 
the Governor. 

The Excise Board refused to renew Eins- 
field’s license on the ground that it was not 
allowed to do so under the provisions of the 
Raines law. Thereupon Binsfield appealed 
to the courts by means of a writ of cer- 
tiorari, 

The case was heard by Judge Pryor on 
March 25, and was decided in favor of the Ex- 
cise Board. From this decision an appeal 
was taken, which will be heard to-day by 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court. 

The argument for Einsfield will be opened 
by Samuel Untermyer of the firm of Gug- 
genheimer, Untermyer & Marshall, and Jo- 
seph H. Choate will follow on the same 
side, Ne notice of such technical points as 
the procedure of the Assembly in passing 
the bill will be taken, but the unconsti- 
tutionality of the law will be argued upon 
four grounds. 

The first of these is that the bill was the 
appropriation of a State tax for a local 
purpose and theretore required a _ two- 
thirds majority of each house to pass it. 
The second point is that the Legislature in 
fixing the amount of the licenses made ar- 
bitrary distinctions in the classification of 
cities, opposed to the express classification 
of them by the Constitution. The third 
point is that, as the law was really a special 
city law, it should therefore have been 
referred to the several cities for approval 
or disapproval. The fourth point is that the 
tax is unequally and inequitably levied. 

A Gecision in favor of the appellant on 
any one of these four points would upset 
the constitutionality of the Raines law asa 
whole. Notice of this hearing was sent to 
the Attorney General, so that if he wished 
he could come to the assistance of the Ex- 
cise Commissioners, who will otherwise be 
represented by their aftorney, Julius M, 


Mayer. 





TOO BUSY TO DISCUSS RAINES LAW. 


District Attorney Backus Will Advise 
Those Interested as to Its Meaning. 


District Attorney Backus of Brooklyn has 
not given an opinion on the Raines law. 
His assistant, William O. Miles, gave an 
pinion during Mr. Backus’s vacation which 
some of the police officials believe will not 


stand in court. 
“J have examined the Raines bill,” Mr. 
Backus said yesterday, ‘‘and Mr. Miles’s 


interpretation of it. I have not time to dis- 
cuss the subject. I am not willing to give 
all my time to the new Raines bill. I 
should like to have the Liquor Dealers’ 
Association, the Brewers’ Association, the 
Grocers’ Association, or any other associa- 
tion come to me with their counsel and ex- 
amine this law, and arrange an understand- 
ing as to what it requires. I shall act on 
the presumption that all men whose busi- 
ness is affected by this law intend to com- 
ply with it as soon as they understand its 
provisions. I am willing to help them to 
an understanding of this law, and of what 
changes in the excise law have been made 
at.”° 

The Central Liquor Dealers’ Association 
met in Saengerbund Hall yesterday, and ap- 

inted a committee to wait upon Mr. 

ackus in reference to the Raines law. One 
of the members said he had erected a hotel 
in the rear of his saloon. It was 15 feet 
by 15 feet, and he had made ten rooms in 
that space. The committee will ask the 
District Attorney if this will comply with 
the law, which specifies that a hotel must 
have at least ten rooms. 

Several Brooklyn surety companies handed 
in propositions to become bondsmen under 
the law for the saloon keepers. Their 
charges are 1 per cent., or $13 a year for 
each license. 

The surety company of which the son of 
ex-Senator Platt is manager offered to fur= 
nish bonds for 3 per cent. or $39 a\ year.

State Board of Charities Will Proceed 
in Accordance with the Recom- 
mendation of the Committee Ap- 
pointed to Investigate the Insti- 
tution—The Officers Are Much Dis- 


turbed and Say They Will De-} 
4 mand the Usual Public Allowance. 


Proceedings will be taken by the State 
Board of Charities against the managers 
of the Ladies’ Deborah Nursery and Child's 
Protectory of this city, in accordance with 
the recommendation of the committeé ap- 


pointed to investigate the institution, as 
soon as the necessary papers can be pre- 
pared for presentation to the Supreme 
Court. 

The law under which this action is to 
be taken is Chapter 771 of the Laws of 
1895, which empowers the State Board 
to investigate any institution of a charita- 
ble nature in the State, and further pro- 
vides: ; 

If it shall appear, after such investigation, that 
any inmate’ or inmates of the institution are cru- 
elly, negligently, or improperly treated, or in- 
adeqvate provision is made for their sustenance, 
clothing, care, supervision, or other cordition nec- 
essary to their comfort or well-being, said board 
is empowered to issue an order, in the name of 
the people, and under its official seal, directed to 
the proper oflicer or managers of such institution 
requiring them to modify such treatment, or ap- 

ly such remedy, or both, as shall therein be 
pecitied; before sucn order is issued, it must be 
approved by a Justice of the Supreme Court after 
notice to them and hearing thereon had, and any 
person to whom such an order is directed who shali 
willfully and unlawfully refuse to obey the same, 
shall, upon conviction, be adjudged guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 

The State Board of Charities will also 
request the Board of. Estimate and Ap- 
portionment not to appropriate any more 
money from the Excise Fund to this insti- 
tution until it is reorganized and the re- 
forms which the investigation committee 
deem necessary are carried out. 

The City Magistrates will also be. re- 
quested not to commit any more, children 
to the institution until these conditions are 
complied with. Controller Fitch will be 
asked not to pay any money to the in- 
stitution until the Supreme Court passes 
on the matter. 

Mrs. Deborah H. Alexander, who found- 
ed the institution, and who, with the as- 
sistance of her husband, her son, and 
daughter-in-law, and other members of the 
family, runs the establishment, was great- 
ly disturbed yesterday over the report of 
the committee’s investigation. She _ said 
that any attempt to interfere with the in- 
stitution would be resisted in the courts. 

“All the children in the nursery have 
been committed by the courts, and their 
commitments are until they are sixteen 
years old,” she said; ‘‘and ‘the city is, 
therefore, bound to support them. We will 
certainly claim from the Excise Fund our 
share per capita until the last child is six- 
teen.”’ 

Morris Alexander, who is President of the 
institution, of which his wife is Chairman 
of the Board of Trustees, said that the re- 
port of the committee which made the in- 
vestigation was a vile slander. 

“The statement that any member of my 
family has made money out of the manage- 
ment of the institution is false,” he said. 
“We propose to hire a lawyer and have a 
public investigation, There has been no 
extravagance in the management of the 
nurseries, and none of the officers receive 
any salary. The complaints against our 
society have their origin in the United He- 
brew Charities. There is a person there 
who is jealous of our success, and has been 
for years endeavoring to destroy us.” 

At the office of the United Hebrew Chari- 
ties the statement made by Mr. Alexander 
that some person in that organization was 
responsible for the attack on the Deborah 
Nursery was said to be absurd. Manager 
Rosenau of the United Hebrew Charities 
had been summoned as a witness before the 
State Board, and gave testimony as to his 
knowledge of the management of, the estab- 
lishment which was under investigatio 
and that is all the United Hebrew Charities 
had to do with the matter. 

Complaints as to the management of the 
Deborah Nursery had been made to the 
officers of the Charities, and these had been 
invariably referred to the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children. 

President Gerry of the gSociety for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to ildren said yes- 
terday that the Deborah Nursery had been 
a source of trouble to the society for the 
ast ten years. The complaints against it 
ad been frequent, and the Board of Health 
had been called on to interfere a number of 
times. The last complaint, on which the 
State Board of Charities had reported 
Wednesday, was made by the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, and the 
further prosecution of the matter now rest- 
ed with the State Board.

The Rev. Dr. Stimson Does Not Think

I do not even wish to reply to what 
Mr. Bliss said at the ae last night, or to 
what any of the others said. So far as I can see 
from reading the accounts in the morning papers, 
the greater part of the meeting, after I left, was 
made up of personal bickerings between com- 
mittees, sub-committees, and the like. At any 
rate, what went on had little or nothing to do 
with the pastor himself. 

My staterment was read in full to the meeting, 
and then I left. That statement covers the 
situation, and is history. If any one controverts 
it, I may have something to say, but not be- 
fore. It seems to me, however, that the real 
trouble is not yet settled. It is deeper than this 
matter, and I anticipate. that the pastor who 
succeeds me will find himself face to face in a 
very short time with identically the same diffi- 
culties. 

Dr. Stimson said that he has no plans 
to announce at present.

Dean Van Amringe of the college in Co~ 
lumbia University took summary action yes- 
terday affecting three students who con- 
fessed that they were the instigators of 
Wednesday noon’s row between the fresh- 
men and the sophomores. 

He forbade their setting foot on the uni- 
versity grounds until noon to-day, when he 
will have another conference with them 
and inform them whether they are to be 
expelled or further disciplined for their deed. 

Throughout the university there was a 
sentiment of regret that the trouble had 
received such publicity. Prof. Carpenter 
of the English department preceded his 
lecture on John Ruskin to the freshmen 
with a plain talk on the ocurrences of 
Wednesday. He said that “‘ the publication 
of a four-column highly imaginative cut 
of the €isturbance in a sensational sheet 
which has but recently come into prom- 
inence and which is read chiefly by servant 
giris” could do more harm te the college 
than one would think. 

He looked forward to the arrival of the 
incoming freshman class, he said th a 
great deal of anxiety. He trusted, however, 
that ’$9 would extend the right hand of 
good fellowship to their newly arrived col- 
leagues, and, instead of having a _repeti- 
tion of Wednesday’s trouble, would make 
life pleasant for them.

FAVORS ACTION AT ONCE EXTEND- 
ING ELEVATED SYSTEM. 


Wile Says Now that He Is Not Averse 


to the Battery Loop for the Man- 


hattan System—Reiterates His 


Views About One Fare to and 
from Brooklyn—North Side Citi- 


zens Also for More Elevated

Mayor Strong declared yesterday, after a 
hearing on rapid transit in his office, that 
he was not wholly averse to the Battery 
loop for the elevated railroad, that he nt- 
ed rapid transit now, and that “ they could 
go ahead with the hole, in the ground, and 


by the time the wiaerground road@ is com- 
_ pleted the elevated roads will nét be Able 
to carry all the people who live in New- 
York.” 

The Mayor also reiterated what he had 
paid in favor of landing passengers either 
in Brooklyn or in this city on one fare. 

It was something of a field day for the 
Manhattan Elevated -Railroad Company. 
Advocates of the road’s extension were 
present in the Mayor’s office in abundance. 
A week ago Col. Strong, in an interview in 
THE NEw-YoRK TIMES, declared that he be- 
lieved the quickest way to get rapid transit 
would-be by granting the elevated exten- 
sions both on the upper east and west sides 
to the city line and also extensions down 
town through Centre Street. from the 
bridge to Canal Street, to Desbrosses 
Street, thence down West Street to Pier 1, 
and by a short loop connecting with the 
Sixth and Ninth Avenue lines at the Bat- 
tery Place station. He did not include the 
long-sought-for and  long-fought-against 
Battery Park loop in the scheme, 

As a result of this interview representa- 
tives of various property owners and tax- 
payers’ associations in the Twenty-third 
and Twenty-fourth Wards visited the City 
Hall, the Mayor having agreed to hear their 
views on rapid transit. All these taxpay- 
ers’ associations are represented in a cen- 
tral organization called the Taxpayers’ Al- 
liance of the Twenty-third and Twenty- 
fourth Wards. J. A. Goulden is President 
of the allinace. He made the opening 
“speech and introduced the other speakers. 
Mr. .Goulden said the territory above the 
Harlem represented at the hearing could 
accommodate 2,000,000 inhabitants with 
comfortable, healthful homes if only the 
needed rapid transit could be obtained. He 
thought the only way to secure this transit 
Was by granting extensions to the Manhat- 
tan Company. He said the city should deal 
fairly by that company. even to the extent 
of guaranteeing the company from damage 
suits for property. 

“The underground road,” he said, ‘“ will 
be of no value to us whatever, for, as it is 

lanned, it does not reach us at all. We 

ave tried to get five-cent fares from the 
surface steam companies operating through 
this territory. We have sought this relief 
from the Legislature, but the railroad com- 
panies have proved more powerful than the 
citizens. We have learned, Mr. Mayor, that 
you are anxious to give us rapid transit 
at once, and we are here to hold up gour 
hands and urge you to bring about a confer- 
ence between the Manhattan people and the 
city authorities.” . 

Charles F, Brown, President of the High 
Bridge Taxpayers’ Association, urged that 
the Greater New-York should be built up 
in the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards, and that it was not necessary to 
go outside and take in municipalities that 
canrot pay their own debts. - ; 

Ex-Judge J. R. Angell eulogized the Man- 
hattan Company and urged the Mayor to 
bring about a conference with the company. 
He said that the trouble had been in the 
past that the city authorities and the com- 
pany could not agree. He said that it was 
nobody’s business how much the company 
made. ‘‘ Whether it waters its stocks or 
speculates in its stocks is no business of 
ours,’”’ he declared : 

The Rev. Dr. F. M. Clendenin of St. 
Peter’s Church, Unionport, spoke of the 
great park systems of the upper part of 
the city and the lack of facilities the poor 
people, for whom they were intended, had of 
reaching them. He made this reference to 
Miss Helen Gould: 

“If I could speak through you, Mr. Mayor, 
to that lovely woman who I am informed

ELECTION IN THE SIXTY-NINTH REG- 
IMENT CAUSES TROUBLE. 


~ 


Lieut. Kennedy of the Twenty-second 
Says He Was Induced by False 
Promises to Become a Candidate 
for Captain, and Was Unfairly 
Treated by the Commander—Quar- 
termaster Sergeant Johnson Also 
Protests Against the Methods. 


In the history of the ‘New-York National 
Guard a Colonel has probably never been 
accused of so serious a breach of faith as 
is charged in the attack made by Lieut. J. 
J. Kennedy of the Twenty-second Regi- 


ment on Col. George Moore Smith of the 
Sixty-ninth Regiment. 

The Colonel is charged with having lured 
the Lieutenant on to defeat as a candidate 
for Captain of Company D of the Sixty- 
ninth Regiment and having placed him in a 
false light before both regiments. The 
election was held last Friday and resulted 
in favor of Lieut. D. J. Dowdney. 

Quartermaster Sergt. Joseph F. Johnson 
of Company D, Sixty-ninth Regiment, fol- 
lowed the charge with a vigorous protest 
against the election of Lieut. Dowdney, 
and asked that his~protest be forwarded to 
the Commander in Chief. 

The slumbering fires broke out in Com- 
pany D at the election. held to select a suc- 
cessor to Capt. William Desmond, who 
resigned several months ago, , 

Lieut. Kennedy has many friends in the 
Sixty-ninth. They asked him to run, and 
he consented. Everything: went along 
smoothly until his supporters found that 
the Chaplain, the Rev. Father: Brady, was 
electioneering for Lieut. Dowdney of Com- 
pany. E. This the men resented. 

When the balloting gave Lieut. Dowdney 
35 votes and Lieut. Kennedy 34, the latter’s 
friends denounced the election as unfair 
and declared that threats and intimidation 
had been used by the Dowdney side. They 
tore the chevrons from their uniforms in 
their anger, while in the company room. 
When supporters of the rival candidates 
met outside, they nearly came to blows, 
the presence of a policeman being neces- 
sary to preserve order. 

Lieut. Kennedy says: 

When I was tendered the position thirty-eight 
men of the company pledged themselves in writ- 
ing to support me, out of sixty-six on the com- 
pany roll. I saw Col. Smith and explained to 
him my position. He gave me to understand 
that he would be pleased to have me as Captain 
of the company. 

When Sergt. Emmett was appointed and gave 
a complimentary dinner in December, Col. Smith, 
in speaking of the Captaincy of Company D, in 
the presence of Capt. Desmond, asked me.why 
I did not come down and join the regiment, as 
he would like to have me as an officer. I said I 
would be pleased to do so. 

Several times during the month of January 
I saw Col. Smith, who repeatedly pfomised he 
would help me in rad | possible way. I told the 
Colonel I was perfectly familiar with the old 
methods of election in the Sixty-ninth, by which 
the company had béen recruited with dummy 

for the purpose of voting for a particular 
candidate, and that I hoped he would not allow 
any such practice in my case. The Colonel as- 
sured me he would allow no change in the 
company’s strength dfter Capt. Desmond had 
been honorably discharged. Capt. Desmond was 
present on this o¢casior. Col. Smith assured me 
that he would order an élection immediately 
after Capt. Desmond's dischatge, but this he did 
not do, as a number of weeks were allowed to

This action looked to me.as. a.deliberate at- 
tempt to force Lieut. Dowdney upon the company 
and give him the advantage of possession.

“sed, and spoke to Opl. Smith about it, but he 

ave me no satisfaction. 
© Contrary to the promise Col. Smith had made 
to me, Lieut. Dowdney was allowed, on Feb. 
20, to bring in six new men and take up two 
old’ members who Had been dropped from the 
rolls. 


The protest of Sergt. Johnson, sent to 
Col. Smith, was as follows: 


I hereby protest. against. the election of Lieut. 
Dowdney as Captain of Company D, Sixty-ninth 
Regiment, which election was held at the armory 
on the 3d of April, 1896, at 8 o'clock P. M., for 
the following reasons, namely: 

On the ground that threats and intimidation 
were used by certain officers of the regiment 
for the purpose of compelling certain enlisted 
men of the company to vote for Lieut. Dowdney, 
wnaich intimidation was effectual in procuring 
men to vote for him; that certain men were 
threatened with discharge from their employment 
if they did not vote for him, and that such 
threat caused more than one man to change his 
opinion and to vote for the successful candidate.

6. That the friends of Lieut. Kennedy were not 
allowed to enlist a single recruit, although they 
repeatedly offered men for enljstment who were 
eligible for service in the National Guard, and 
they were refused.

OPPOSE STOCK EXCHANGE TICKET. 


A Meeting Held and a Committee 
Named to Nominate. 


Opposition to the regular ticket at the 
@Stock Exchange apparently culminated yes- 
terday at a meeting called to receive the re- 
port of the committee appointed on Tuesday 
to prepare a platform on which opposition 
candidates might stand. About 200 mem- 
bers were present when William M. Imbrie 
offered the committee’s report and in a 
speech moved its adoption.

Mr. Thomas 
made a speech in which he said members 
should not attribute their discontent to the 
Governing Committee. Business had suf- 
fered in all lines. Those who dealt in se- 
curities could not expect to escape the gen- 
eral dullness. Lack of activity furnished no 
reason for interference with a plan of man- 
agement which had been developed by long 
experience or for interference with the Goyv- 
erning Committee. 

The meeting lost its distinctive character 
as an opposition affair while Mr. Thomas 
spoke, and when he ceased there were no 
signs of the promised ardor for a change 
of managerial policy.

FUNDS FOR DOCK BOARD 





MAYOR STRONG HAS APPROVED OF 
THE $6,000,000 EXPENDITURE. 


Controller Fitch Spoke Against the 
Bill—He Said This City Was Plan- 
ning to Spend Too Mach Money, 
and Would Exceed the Limit—The 
Mayor Contends a Material Source 
of Income Will Be Derived with 
Better River Front: 


After an interesting hearing in his office 
yesterday on the bill providing for expend- 
itures of $6,000,000 by the Dock Board, 
and in tthe face of a protest from Controller 


Fitch, Mayor Strong ordered the bill sent 
back to Albany with his approval. 

There were two dock measures before 
the Mayor—the one providing for the 
issuance of the $6,000,000 in bonds, and the 
other providing for the improvement. of 
the water front, Bethune to Gansevoort 
Street. 
second bill, and it received thé Maydr’s 
approval, 

Controller Fitch, in opposing the six-mill- 
ion-dollar bill, said: ; 

“¥ wish to make an emphatic protest of 
the Finance Department of this city 
against this issue of bonds. This city can- 
not afford them.- The constitutional limit 
of the city’s taxable powers is $164,000,000. 
The net funded debt to-day -is $111,000,000, 
which, together with the proposed improve- 
ments now begun or likely to begin within 
a year or so, for schoolhouses, baths, and 
other necessary and immediate . improve- 
ments, including rapid transit, will aggre- 
gate over $55,000,000, and wiH raise us to 
our limit. 

“This city cannot afford to take all the 
good things that are offered to it.. L-dofi’t 
think that the manner in which this Dock 
Board is now spending our money would 
warrant such an inerease in its funds or 
powers. 

“TI want to call your attention to the 
fact that the burden will fall upon the poor 
people, those who pay their taxes in cash, 
not in checks, like you or me,- Mr. Mayor— 
those who draw their money from savings 
banks, and many of them women, too. 

“TIT tell you, Sir, that when these people 
feel these things, as they will shortly, you 
will have to reckon with them.” 

President O’Brien here remarked: “I 
would like to ask you one question: How 
will the taxpayers have to pay for these 
improvements? ”’ 

“IT will answer you by asking you an- 
other,” retorted Mr. Fitch. “If the tax- 
payers don’t pay for them, who will?” 

‘“ Hear! Hear!” cried voices in the back 
of the room, - 

‘““ Why, the people who lease the docks,” 
replied Mr. O’Brien. 

Henry F. Dimock spoke in favor of the 

, Baying that the improvements were 
very necessary and would at best only call 
for an expenditure of $2,000,000 in any one 
year. 

Darwin R. James, representing the Board 
of Trade and Transportation; Jeremiah 
Pangborn, representing the Coal Exchange; 
Charles P. Towner, and representatives of 
the White Star and Cunard Steamship 
Companies also spoke in favor of the bill, 
and when they had finished, the Mayor 
took a chance to reply to Mr. Fitch, Mr. 
Fitch had left the room. 

“The Controller,” said the Mayor, ‘lays 
great stress upon the fact that this bill 
will increase the debt and responsibilities 
of our people, but he seems to forget or 
lays ‘aside the. -consideration ‘that. these 
works or improvements will increase- the 
eee of ‘our Government most mate- 

ally. Tr 

“He charges that we are now contract- 

ing .obligations. we cannot meet, and has 
many times blamed this administration 
for the issuance of the large number of 
bonds issued during my administration. 
- “I have this to say in reply: Ninety-six 
per cent. of the bonds issued during’ this 
administration were mandatory under the 
acts of former administrations with which 
I have not had any more to do than apy of 
you gentlemen here. 

“And I will add that so long as I can 
help it and am Mayor no bonds will be 
issued except for the purpose of placing 
this city in the position it should occupy 
as the greatest and foremost in the land, 
its citizens the best governed, and their in- 
terests and welfare paramount to all other 
considerations.”’ 

The Mayor was warmly applauded. He 
approved the bill, and now the Dock Board 
can go ahead.

Police Commissioner Grant Investi- 
gates for Himself, 


Police Commissioner Grant went into the 
district across the Harlem on Wednesday to 
make a personal investigation of the case 
of. Policemen Thomas J. Gunson and Ed- 
ward J. McMahon of the Morrisania Sta- 
tion, who were tried about a week ago by 
him on a charge of having arrested a gro- 
cer named Dowling of Third Avenue and 
One Hundred and Forty-second Street. for 
intoxication, and then clubbed him so that 
he died.

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The hearing of the charges made by six 
citizens against Sheriff Edward J. H. Tamsen 
was begun yesterd@®y in the Aldermen’s 
Chamber, in the City Hall, before William 


H. Robertson, who was appointed by Gov. 
Morton to take the testimony. 

The Sheriff is charged with neglect of 
duty, with allowing Killoran, Russell, and 
Allen, the alleged Post Office robbers, to 
escape from Ludlow Street Jail on July 4, 
1895; with overcharging for auction fees, 
and with negligence in serving jury notices. 

The proceedings were begun by the filing 
by Deputy Attorney General Hasbrouck as 
evidence the record of the Tamsen trial, in 
the General Sessions Court. 

John F. Carroll, Clerk of the Court of 
General Sessions, testified that there was 
no written order respecting the custody of 
ex-Police Inspector William W. McLaugh- 
lin after his trial and before he was sen- 
tenced, but there was a verbal order that 
he should be committed. Deputy Sheriff 
John Illingsworth was in charge of Mc- 
Laughlin after the trial, but, instead of 
delivering his prisoner to the Warden of 
the Tombs, he took him to the Murray Hill 
Turkish baths, Illingsworth was sentenced 
by Judge Barrett to ten days’ imprison< 
ment in the City Prison and to pay a fine 
of $50. 

In reply to a question by Gen. B. F. 
Tracy, counsel for. the defense, Mr. Has- 
brouck said that the object of his ques- 
tions was to show that the Sheriff em- 
ployed incompetent officers and was himself 
negligent. 

Mr. Hasbrouck called for the Sheriff's 
book recording auction sales.

TuuRsDAY—P. M. 
To-day’s market was extremely dull, with 
prices tending downward. For a brief in- 
terval, just after the opening, strength 
was fairly pronounced, but it disappeared 
early in the day. The Granger stocks led 


the decline, but their net losses averaged 
only % of a point. Sugar and Tobacco 
were moderately active, and, although 
heavy, their net losses were only frac- 
tional. 

The chief depressing factor in the situa- 
tion was the report from Washington that 
the President had in contemplation action 
in reference to Cuba which would be re- 
sented by Spain, and which might lead to se- 
rious complications.

ALBANY, April 9.—The annual ‘report for 
1895 of the Secretary of State on pauperism 
was submitted to the Legislature to-day. 
The whole number relieved during the 
year was 113,903, of which 60,328 were 
county and 30,353 town paupers. Tempo- 
rary relief was furnished to 90,681. In 1894 
148,842 were relieved. The number re- 
maining in poorhouses Dec. 1, 1895, was 
10,250, which was 11,679 less than one year 
ago, showing that pauperism is on the de- 
crease in this State. Of the 10,250 remain- 
ing in the poorhouses, 5,987 are men and 
4,263 women, and of these 5,452 are foreign- 
born and 4,798 American-born citizens. 

The whole expense of the county and 
town paupers was $2,065,463, or $1,892, 
less than in 1894, 

Dr. Hoyt reported the removal of 389 
State paupers to their homes or places of 
legal settlement in other States and coun- 
tries, and also the removal of 52 alien 
paupers to their various European homes, 
from which they had been sent in a help- 
less and destitute condition to this country. 
These paupers were all temporarily inmates 


of poorhouses, almshouses, and other char- 
itable institutions of this State, as public 
charges upon the State or its cities and 
counties, most of whom, had they contin- 
ued in this State, would probably’ have bur- 
dened the public through life. The per 
capita expense of these removals was less 
than one-fifth of the amount that would 
have been required to maintain them one 
year each in the various institutions in 
which they were found,

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS, 


CHICAGO, April 9.—To-day’s wheat market 
proved disastrous to the bulls, although it held 
out some hope early in the session. The advance 
of the season with no really serious damage re- 
ports like those which were extant last year af- 
forded holders and buyers little excuse for be- 
lieving in improvement, and the absence of a 
foreign demand but adds to their discomfiture. 
The Ohio and Indiana damage seems to have 
been more than discounted, and reports from 
those sections affect prices but little. The theory 
that the Government report will be bullish tends 
to steady values somewhat, and at the same 
time restricts business, as few are willing to as- 
sume risks until it is out of the way. The Cin- 
cinnati Price Current was bullish this morning, 
the market opening higher on its influence. Prices 
yielded to free selling later, thé rains which have 
prevailed over the Winter wheat section during 
the past two days imbuing the bearishly inclined 
with confidence. Receipts at Chicago were 15 
cars, and 187,158 bushels were withdrawn from 
store. Northwestern arrivals were 229 cars, 
against 45 last Thursday and 200 a year ago. 
Liverpool cables were quiet and steady, closing 
quotations at that place being slightly higher. 
Paris and Berlin closed lower, and Antwerp high- 
er. May wheat opened from 66%c to 66%c, seld 
between 66%c and 65%@65%c, closing at 655%@ 
65%4e under yesterday. Cash wheat was 
steady, closing easy. Receipts at principal West- 
points, 279,448 bushels; shipments, 110,427 
Receipts at Eastern points, 19,155 bush- 
els; shipments, 107,441 bushels. 

CORN —Did nothing to entitle it to distinction, 
the range of the entire session being extremely 
small, while the fluctuations were slow and list- 
less. There was no news of importance, and the 
tone was merely a reflection of that of wheat, the 
early action exhibiting firmness, and the latter 
weakness. Privilege holders were not afforded 
remarkable opportunity for realizing on their in- 
vestments.
